Dear Brother Caldwell : — Your let- 
ter of July 25tb ia received. 1 very 
much regret that I was not informed ct 
your meeting .-it an earlier dny. 1 have 
an en^agernc t near Cincinnati, which, 
if I had known of your contemplated 
meeting sooner, 1 could have arranged 
differently. But it is now too late. 

Permit me through this meeting to 
say to you, and the friends who may 
be in attendame at the meeting, that I 
am in hearty sympathy with every ju- 
dicious movement looking in the direc- 
tion ol overcoming the influence of se- 
cret organizations. The ichgion of our 
Lord Jasus Christ is too pure to mix 
with thespiritof worldly organizations, 
and it is my dehbernte opinion that no 
man living can carry out practically the 
princples of Christ’s religion and at 
the same time carry out practically the 
principles of any oath-hound, secret or- 
ganizations. They are opposiles, and 
cannot be brought into harmony ; and 
just to far as these worldly organizi- 
tions incorporate sacred thioga into 
these ceremonies,- they are guilty of 
sacrilege; and it would he so pronounc- 
ed hy every respectable theologian in 
the land. 

Let me illustrate. Take for example 
the Masonic order. Notwithstanding 
their claims and pretensions, they 


are not a Christian organization. First, 

because they are composed of Jews.Mo- 
bammednn*, skeptics, and many other 
wicked persons. 

Second: They are not Christian; be- 
cause every Ch riatian organization rests 
Upon Christ ns its foundation, 
ry excludes the very name of Christ, 
and says it is Anti-masonic to 
name. 1 And in a book now before 
me. entitled “ The Craftsman and Free- 
mason’s Guide.” composed hy Cor- 
nelius Moor, on page 210 the following 
language: “ The entire, indispensable 
requisite in Masonry is secrecy. This 
is the guar I of their conlidence, and 
tho security of their trust. So great 
stress is to be laid upou it, tl> 
enforced under the strongest penalties 
and obligations.” Heie, then, ‘ 
own language we have 
of their whole, superstructure, 
you tbnt a Christian organization whose 
principal virtue is secrecy! Notwith- 
standing which, they do make some 
pretensions to Christianity. They have 
the Bible, sing hymns, and say pray- 
ers. But do they read the Bible, sing 
hymns, and pray as Christians! 1 
answer emphatically. No. It is pure- 
ly Masonic. It is a part of the cere- 
mony, and used just as any other pert 
of the ceremony is used. It is 
that the prayers and ceremonies of the 
order are often performed by wicked 
men. Therefore, 1 repeat, that such a 
use of secret things ie downright sacri- 

It is difficult for me to imagine how 
it is possible for any man who haB been 
baptized into the spirit of tho meek 
and adoiable Redeemer to mingle in, and 
become a member of auy such organi- 
zation. How ministers, whore only 
business is to preach Christ and him 
crucified, can afford to be members of 
an oath-bound organization, whose 
principal virtue is secrecy, and who 
openly say that it ib Anii-maeonic 
use the name of Christ in the lodge, 
a mystery to me. 

It must be apparent to every thought- 
ful, observing Christian, that I be

The Philosopher nnd tlie Bible, 

Jean dc Muller, n learned Swiss w 
r, was deeply engaged in historical 
studies at Camel, in the year 1782. 
Indefatigable in research, he wrote to 
his friend, Charles Bonnet, that he had 
studied all the ancient nuthors, with- 
out one exception, in the order of time 
in which they lived, and had not omit- 
ted to take note of a single remarknhle 
fact.

Chemistry of a Ben’s Egg.

What evil on record, to be 
ipposed to any human agency, wasev- 
ir met hy prayer alone ! Are we here 
reminded of the demons which went 
out but by "prayer and fasting! 1 ’ 
While we confess the strong analogy 
between the demons who are soid to 
have beeu *’ hlind and dumb” and the 
poor hoodwinked and tongue-tied Ma- 
in, we do not think the case to be an 
iception to the ahove stelementof the 
matter. This example leaches merely 
that prayer end fasting were indispen- 
sable means to he used in casting them

LntUer’s Unselfishness. 

Disinterestedness waa a leading fee 
ture in the character or Luther; supe- 
rior to all selfish considerations, he left 
the honors and emoluments of this 
world to those who delighted in them. 
Tbe poverty of this greet men did not 
arise from wanting the means of ac- 
quiring riches, for few men have had 
thoir power more easily to obtain 
them. The Elector of Saxony offered 
him the prodnee of a mine at Sneberg; 
bnt he Dobly refused it, “lest," said he, 
“I ahonld tempt the devil, who ie lord 
of these subterraneous treasures, to 
tempt me,” The enemies of Luther 
were no strangers to his contempt for 
gold. When one of the p pi-a asked 
certain cardinal why they did not 
stop that man’s mouth with silver and 
gold, bia eminence replied, “That 
German heast regards not money !” It 
may easily he supposed that the liber- 
ality of such a man would often exceed 
hi» means. A poor student once tell- 
ing him of bia poverty, he desired his 
re him stum of money; and 
informed him they had none 
left, he immediaiely seized a enp of 
value, whidLaccidenlally stood 


within liis reach, and, giving it to the 
poor man, bads him go and sell it, and 
keep the money to supply his waule. 

In one of hit epistles, Luther tays, “I 
hevo received one hundred guilders 
from Tauheroim; nnd Sohartts hss giv- 
en me fifty ; so thet I hegin to fear lett 
God should reward me in this lilo. But 
1 will net ho satisfied with it What 
havo I to do with sn much money ! I 
gave half of it to P. Priorus, and made . 
tho mnn glad.”

Syria knows no Sabbath, and when the 
patient labor of years has teught the 
people soma idea of the sanctity of tho 
Lord’s dny, it is n burning sliamo for 
Ohristian pastors and laymen from 
America to come to this land of proph- 
ets end apostles, and trample this sa- 
cred day under their feet. An Aroeri- 
enn clergyman once asked mo to eid 
him in planning a tour through the 
land, I did so- He changed it, and I 
observed thnt ho hsd made no allow- 
ance for resting on the Sabbath. I 
protested ; bnt he sold he could meditete 
ns well on horseback ss in a dirty Arab 
village. Yes, said I, and the people 
whom you ace can meditate, too. Thoy 
will say, “Who Is this Christian min- 
ister who comes through our land, 
casting contempt upon God’s holy day l” 
Would he venture to do it in his own 
parish at home! Or they may say, 
‘•If American clergymen can do it, 
why may we not do it, too, for wo nre 
poor men and need all we can earn? 
Why should we leave off work, if this 
Christian foreigner docs not!”

But, as Christ says, "Every one that 
doetb truth cometh to the light that 
hi* deeds may be manifest that they 
are wrought in God,” i e., are good, 

‘■hnthe that doethevil hateth theflight, “ 
and allows not bis deeds to be thue 

made manifest, we have a right to T“"“, ~ 

“ that thoy may oxpect 
conclude that tbe deeds not manifested, 
but covered with perpetual secrecy are 
evil. While euob secrcoy ie insisted 
upon therefore wejare not furnished 
with evidence of purity and sincerity 
sufficient to justify us in giving to the 
concealer the hand of Christian fellow- 
ship — we have no right to do it. And 
in this respect all sacret societies are 
alike. If yon let in one yoi 
in all, just as sure as that the opening 
voluntarily made to let in the least 
will turn out to be large enough to let 
in tbe greatest. Tbe specious reason- 
ings nnd inplied contradictions of thie 
prospectus of the U. B. Tribune may 
claim attention heresfter. 


NOTES. 


Bishop of Pernambuco excommunicated 
several members of tbe fraternity, re- 
fusing them tbe marriage rita and the 
hurisl service of the church; and bis 
brother hishops sustained him. Thie 
aroused tho lodges, which, as in parte 
less remote, stirred up tbo “heser sort’ 
to indignation meetings and mobs. 
Tbe Jesuit college of Pernambuco was 
ransacked and the furniture broken up, 
nnd office of tbe Union, a Romanist 
jonroal, fared no hetter. The trouble 
attracted the attention of the govern- 
ment, and the Counoil of State ordered 
the Bishop to restore the excommuni- 
cated within one month and in tbe fu- 
ture to obey the Ian* of tho empire. 
Tbe papal bull against Freemasonry 
hae not yet received the placet of the 
Emperor of Brasil, and this is made the 
ground of tbe decision. 

— The Tiibutteoi this city publish- 
ed recently tbe following note wbioh 
may he of interest to those who revere 
the name of Washington and would de- 
fend it against the ambitious and fuleo 
claims of the lodge; — 

"A question has arisen in New Jer- 
sey Masonio circles ns to whether a 
Masonic ecarf recently eold at Morris- 
town as Washington's was ever in his 
possession, and a* to whether he ever 
rose higher than the "hlus ledge.”

Mr. Eniroit: — Hartsville, Ind., it 
located in the extreme east of Barthol- 
omew county, and is «heauti r ul for eit- 
nation.” It stands on the eastern hank 
of Clifty Creek, appropriately 
ed, and is surrounded by scenery hor- 
dering on the picturesque. The creek 
is larger than mnny streams called riv- 
ers, and is hedged in by bluffs, and, in 
many plecee, by walls of solid lime- 
stone. The Hartnville University is 
situated in the south part of the vil- 
lage, the main huilding, large and 
tnodious, stands on tho top of a heanti- 
ful mound, which assumes tbe shape 
of a huge bluff, when viewed from the 
south, deacondiug very ahruptly 
that direction, and lost amid heautiful 
forest trees. Northward, the college 
campus descends with a gradual slope 
to the village. Ths selection of a col- 
ledge aite could not well be hetter then 
this. No asloon ie allowed to operate 
here; snd sucb is tho combined natu- 
ral scenery, social advantages, and mor- 
al tone, that I would commend tbe 
university to tbs youth of Indiana who 
desire the advantage of a good college, 
at a moderate expense. It is under 
control of the U. B. church. 

Rev. S, B. Ervin, formerly a presid- 
ing elder on the White R-ver Conference 
is tbe pastor of the U. B. churcb here. 
According to arrangements I was to 
have heen there on the evening of 
Tuesday, Aug. 5tb, hut not heing nhle 
to do so telegraphed Bro.

The writer wai 
then requested to address the audisnee 
the people were patient, qpd manifest- 
ed an interest. An M. E. Royal Arch 
minister sat near the pulpit taking 
notes. I gave a few items expressly 
for the "notes.” I thought of Bro. 
Baird and Rev. Underwood — "put that 
in your notes, sir!” Jn tbe evening I 
epoke again, and in the morning we 
met at 0 a.m., and adopted a constitu- 
tion, and elected officers. The consti- 
tution is one, whioh, for practical util- 
ity equals any I know of. Ex-bishop 
D. Shuck was elected permanentPreai- 
dent, and Rev. 8. B. Ervin, corres- 
ponding seerstary. Some resolutions 
of a very practical, aud quite a radical 
nature were introduced, discussed, and 
finally passed with but a single dU 
senling vote, and that was relative to 
political action. 

In the evening I addressed an inter 
esting audisnee^on "the Relation of the 
Secret Ordeis to the Pagan Mysteries, 
and to Christianity,” and after stopping 
over night with Bishop Shuck, and his 
kind family, and dining next day with 
Rev. Hsrdy Wray, M.D , an ardent 
opposer of st ore tism, Bro. Aaron Dnvi 
one of Indiana's pioneer preachers, who 
now is ahove 70 years of age, took me 
in a huggy to Olive Branch chapel, 
where I epikein the evening. Fothi 
Davis gave some of his own sad expe- 
rience with the " Image of the beast" 
H'ls son had heen converted under his 
own ministration of the truth, but af- 
terward joined tbe Masons and hack- 
slid, and died so. How terrible! May 
God soon free ths world from this

Dsab] OvNoeuRB; — I am waiting 
for the train and embrace this oppor- 
tunity to write you. I left Bowling 
Green on the 24th, end arrived at Xe- 
nia, Indiana, on ths 25tb of July. I 
found Bro. Darby roofing his house, 
evidently quite above the vituperation 
of our common enemies, — the devil and 
Masons. As arrangmento had heen 
made for a lecture at two o'clock of ths 
28 th, I had time to reet, and make 
myself somewhat acquainted with tbe 
enemy's position, and intrnchmenla. I 
found him, ns usual, fortified behind a 
showy array of Methodist preachers, 
and avnstamount of "talent, "•'brains,” 
ad infinitum.

Tho North Central Ohio Association. 

Pursuant to a call published in the 
Cynosure and Religious Telescope, tbe 
friends our anti-secrecy reform iu north 
central Ohio met at Ten Mils, Aug. S, 
at 8 p. m., in thB U. B. house of wor i 
ship. The exercises were opened with

Meeting convened Wednesday morn- 
ing, and after spending a half hour in 
devotional exercise, proceeded to busi- 
ness. After hearing reports from com- 
mittees, and some general discussion 
upon preliminaries, the meeting pro- 
ceeded to organize under the name of 
Tbe North Central Ohio Anti-secret As- 
sociation, auxiliary to the National 
Christian Association. Having adopt- 
ed a constitution, the Association pro- 
ceeded to elect officers, with the follow- 
ing result: President, Rev. J. D. Cald- 
well; Vice-pieaidsnts, Rev. L. More 
and Rsv. M. Long; Secretary, S. H. 
Raudehangb. treasurer. The meet 
ing continued with increasing interest 
until Thursday evening, and after ad- 
journing to meet the fourth Tuesday 
in October, the hrethren returned to 
their respective fields of lahor to enter 
upon their work with nsw vigor. 

The meeting on ths whole and in 
its details was a grand triumph, and 
much credit is due to hrethren Cald- 
well, Foster and others for their inde- 
fatigahle efforts in getting up this meet- 
ing and pushing it through in spilo of 
opposition, and the disheartening re- 
monstrances of thoss who were 11 weak in 
the faith.” There was no lack of hos- 
pitality ou the part of the citizens 
whose doors ware opened, and whose 
tables were spread with ample store 
from tbe “fat of the land.” 

One feature of this meeting is wor- 
thy of special notice, and will, I hope 
be emphasized hy other similar gather- 
ings. After providing for ths necessa- 
ry expense of their own meeting, the 
brethren circulated a suhscriptiou paper 
and obtained pledgee toward the sup- 
port of a state agent for Ohio to the 
amount of #50 .

Farmers of Western New York I My 
object in the present address 
your attention to the obstacles which 
lie in the way of your prosperity, and 
point out the means by which they 
be temoved. 

Some will tell you that you oeed more 
intelligsncs. Wc mingle freely aod 
widely with the people, and 
you that in the point of intelligence the 
farmers will compere favorbly with oth- 
er classes of our people Others will 
amuse you, perhaps because it is their 
interest to do so, with theories which 
profess to teach you how to double the 
production of your farms. But ths dif- 
ficulty is you raise to much alresdy — 
more than will bring a remunerative 
price. A large proportloo of wnatyou 
do raise is converted into liquid poi- 

1. One great ohstacle to your pros- 
perity is fonnd in ths combinations, or 
leagues, or rings, by which every busi- 
ness except farming ie controlled. There 
in fact though not in name, a con- 
spiracy of nearly every interest in the 
country against farmers. In some in- 
stances theee conspiracies are sealed 
with horrid oaths. Laws are imposed 
which no legislature ever enacted; pen- 
■e inflicted which no authorised 


ed article which we deem necessary. 
Fifteen yesrs ago a journeyman shoe, 
maker, hy working etsadily from early 
in the morning till ten o'clock et uight, 
could put the eoles on four pairs of 
hoota iu a week. Hia average wee only 
ahout three pairs a week. He received 
for it one dollar fifty cents n pair. To- 
day that same man, with a machine, 
puts the solea on two hundred pairs in 
ten hours. Yet the boots which he 
makes with such rapidity sell for the 


takes several conspiracies to accomplish 
this, hut it is accomplished. The 
manufacturers have their ring or com- 
bination, which fixes the scale of prices, 
below which none may sell. The 
workmen have their leagues, which 
decide the number of hours a day 
man may work, and the price below 
which he mav not labor. So perfect 
these various organizations that no 
deree to vary the prices, no matter 
how greatly the coBt of living varies. 

Within the year past it would have 
taken, in this city, a two-horse wagon

Through these combinations the nat- 
ural lawa of trade are seriously interfer- 
ed with, end busioess is kept in a fever- 
ish, excited condition. No farmer can 
tell what to raise or wheo to sell to the 
best advantage, for it is beyond the 
power of human foresight to foretell 
what combinations will he effected, and 
what “corners" will be made before the 
expiration of the year. Prices of grain 
are not regulated by supply and demand 
hut by the concerted movements of 
speculators. When there is a rise in 
the price of grain, it is eo uncertain in 
its duration, that farmers derive from it 
the least possible advantage. 

The prices ol manuiacturcd goods 
ara determined, not hy the cost of pro- 
duction, ont h; the arbitrary agreement 
of the manufacturers. Ae their habits 
become more luxnrious, and the desire 
to heeome suddeoly rich increases, pri- 
ces are raieod. Thus, while the cost 
of producing iron haa not increased, 
nor the supply diminished, the iron 
manufacturers, hy an arbitrary edict, 
hare within a year past raiaed the price 
of iron about ninety percent. Iron is 
a necessity, and must he hnd at any

They have all the odious features of 
monopolies established by law without 
the check nf being under the supervis- 
ion Of law. They create a kingdom 
within a republic. Rings control the 
Legislatures of the State, and control 
Congress. Tne salary of the pres- 
ident of 6ome of these corporations 
which already overshadow the civil 
power, ie ae great as the salery of the 
president of the United States. Judge 
are their eervile tools, and ministers o 
law do their hidding, Tneir libera 
patronage of the press secures it 
friendship and silence. Two great cor- 
porations have given the Empire state 
some of its employees for judges of the 
Court of Appeals — our highest tribunal 
— and placed them in authority for the 
modest term of fourteen years.

The difference be- 
tween giving to one men the exclusive 
ight of manufacturing nny article of 
common use, and allowing all who man- 
ufacture it to combine together, and by 
arbitrary enactments fix its quality and 
price is about the difference o p having a 
thousand swarms of hungry flies prey 
upon you instead of one. The more 
there are, the more they demand.

Monopolies have heen odious in all 
ages. By a constitution of the Empe- 
Zeno, about A. D. 150, “all mon- 
ilies and combinations to kesp up 
the price of merchandise, provisions, or 
workmanship were prohihitsd upon 
pain of forfeiture of goods end perpet 
ua] hsoishment." Monopolies became 
so intolerable in the reign of James the 
Firet of England, that a statute

If you 
wish to become popular, go much into 
society end form many acquaintances. 
Cultivate sympathy with all popular 
institutions. Have broad and liberal 
views on political and eocial questions.

On refusing to giva them up one of the 
struck her on the head with 
the hutt of hia guo, which laid her 
senseless prostrate on the floor, and 
took the watches from her hosom. The 
blow fractured her skull, which left a 
proturbaoce that atae will carry to her 
grave. They then took the infirm sou, 
Oeorge, a prisoner, and told him they 
were goiog to hang him; but if he 
could deliver up to them two fioe hors 
he had cooceuletl in the woods they 
would release him.

His dwell- 
ing houso, independent of the goods 
and furniture, was worth eight hundred 
dollars. The other ten sons had to 
fly for their lives, some to the Federal 
army in Tennessee, and soms to the 
mountains, where they concealed them- 
selves till Lee’e surrendor. The old 
msn eflsr suffering the loss of all he 
had in tho world had to live in a hone 
stable, without hsd or bedding, in a 
state of destitution. All thia was dons 
to him for hia and his family's loyalty 
to the U. S. Government.

‘’ANTi-SEoaEOY.” — L ectors Against 
Freemasonry. — A conference 
'‘Christian people Opposed to secret 
societies,” was held last evening at tbe 
First Reformed Presbyterian Church, 
Seventeenth and Filbert streets. Rsv. 
Dr. W. W. Barr presided, and Mr. M. 
Alderson was secretary. 

Tbe Chairmao, after Btating the ob- 
ject of the meeting, introduced Rev. J. 
Blanchard, President of Wheaton Col- 
lege, Illinois, who spoke on tbo subject 
of the ’’Influence of the Masonic Tem- 
ple on Christian people.” 

Rev. Mr. Blanchard said the Masonic 
oath was a trop aod a fraud, and sn 
oath administered by a voluotary socie- 
ty was a crime before the civil law. 
The Orand Lodge was chartered, but 
the local lodges were not ordinarily. 
Tbe inference from the position that a 
man cannot reveal the transactions of 
Masonry was that a criminal could go 
into the lodgs and be secure. This was 
contrary to God’s word, that there could 
he no place for the hiding of iniquity. 
He stated that Presiding Elder Skinner, 
at a Methodist esmp meeting in Iowa, 
o sborL time eioce. publicly reoounced 
Freemasonry. He said a republic like 
this could not exist with two oatba ii 
the court-house. 

The records of the Legislature of 
Pennsylvania, during the administra- 
tion of Oovcrner Ritner. contaioed 
report showing that Washington had 
visited a lodge hut once or twice, in tbe 
last thirty years preceediog bis letter 
affirming the fact. He steadfastly re- 
fused to be met and recognized ss a 
Freemason when requested by lodges 
in his journeys throngh the country, 
and as there was no proof of Washing- 
ton’s officiating at the laying of the cor- 
ner stone of our cspitol, the story that 
tho gavel used hy him in laying the 
cornerstone of tbe National Uapitol 
was that with which the corner-stone 
of the new Masonic temple in this city 
was also laid, must he set down 
vented, like similar stories, for Jffeet. 

The great temple has been hnilt hy 
money borrowed from the people, and 
in part from outsiders, thus bribing the 
capitalists. The grand lodge could 
seize all the property of every local 
lodge in the state if they refuse to pay 
any toxes imposed on them. (Clrese’s 
Masonic law.) The initiation of Ma- 
sons of Pennsylvaoia cost the lahoring 
people $1,809 ,250, and a like sum is 
to be drawn from future dues aod ii 
tiations.

Rev. A. Crooks in his report to the 
American Wesleyan of the conferences 
tells the following, how the lodge ques- 
tion was treated at Deersville, O: — 
Although the Central OhioConference 
has hcen pretty thoroughly pruned hy 
various schemes for union, yet for ma- 
ny years its heart ha* not been more 
responsive to high hopes for future suc- 
cess than at present. The Anti-moBon- 
ic leaveo is fast becoming an ^elomont 
of positive power within the bounds of 
this Conference. Before our arrival, 
a programme bad been stereotyped for 
on Anti-mssonic meeting extending 
through Friday afternoon and evening. 

A circular had been printed and circu- 
lated declaring ths secret orders anli- 
ChrietiaD, anti-republican, and of dam- 
aging effect upon the Christian churcb 
and tho republic, and challenging the 
friends of those orders to come to thsir 
defence. The anti-Christian character 
of those orders was maiotained by 
brother Richsy in an earnest and able 
address of more than an hour; he and 
the other speakers confioing remarks al- 
most wholly to Freemasonry. It is 
csseotially anti-Christian in its selfish 
exclusiveness, — excluding all tho wom- 
en, the aged, minors, the infirm and 
the indigent, and all who had tbe mia- 
fortuos to he born slaves. Aoti-Ohris- 
tian in its extra-judicial and hence pro- 
fane oaths; in its rejection of tha Lord 
Jesus in its authorized prayers, and 
even cutting his name out of the word 
of God which it professes to quote; 
anfl anti-Christion io fostering and 
promoting ths mean and dangerous sen- 
timent of secrecy. Brother Riohey was 
followed hy bro tier Oardensr who re. 
lated his experience in tbe Masonic 
mysteries. He had joined the Masons 
in 1826 under the representations of 
men in whom he had every confidence 
that it would greatly add to his useful- 
ness. Morgan's revelation of M isonry 
was essentially correct- He had been 
reproved personally for preying in the - 
lodge in the name of Jesus. Ho now 
regards the institution as having its ori- 
gin in perdition. Repeated calls wers 
made for a defense of the negative of 
this preposition, hut all in vsin. No one 
attempted to respond. 

Such was the interest in this discus- 
sion, that the evening meeting was 
transfered to tbe Preahyterian meeting- 
house, the largest auditorium in ths 
place, which was crowded with patient 
listeners until nearelsveo o’oloek. W. 

A. Wallace, editor of the Anti- Masonic 
Herald supported ths affirmativeof the 
proposition declaring the anti-republi- 
can character of these orders in an ad- 
dress of one hour. Tho speaker olearly 
showed that Freemasonry is sn empire 
in the midst of the republic and an em- 
pire of tbe most dangerous character, 
being secret; that its obligations are in 
essential conflict with the duties - 
of ths citizen, and that its fun- 
damental principles and organic struct- 
ceaentinl absolutism, aud there- 
ti-republican. This position was 
demonstrated by appeal to Webb's Ma- 
Monitor l>y Rob. Morris.

He was, however, persuaded to go os far aa Stof- 
ford, where he was assured Ganson would become bis surety 
against nil responsibility ; and on his arriving at Stafford, 
Ganson accordingly gave him such assurances as induced liini 
to proceed. At Le Roy, Ilayward. who held the process, 
offered, as he afterwards said, to tahe Morgan hefore the 
justice of the peace, who hod endorsed the warrant, that lie 
might givo hail if lie chose. No such offer sros made to 
him in Batavia, where he might have found bail, and thcW. 
was no reason to supposo that he could have friends ill Le- 
Roy to whom ha could apply in such an emergency. He

It seems to have heen their hope that, 
once in the piece of meeting, surround- 
ed by the accustomed paraphernalia, 
and fsced by authoritative mandates on 
the part of his Masonic superiors, he 
would yield and take Ibo oath.

The idea of ietimidalitlg Nathaniel 
Colver was nn extraordinary thing 
enter a sensible man's hrnin. After 
much urgency he consented to attend 
the meeting of the lodge, and upon 
the nppointed evening appeared there, 
accordingly. He was taken to the 
room prepared for the initiation, in the 
customary way. The official persons 
to whom the direction of the occasion 
belonged were present,: with their usu- 
al preparations.

especially within tho honds of tho as 
aociation with which he was then con- 
nected. These envious spirits unt ouly 
opposed him in dehste, hut callod in 
question the purity of bis motives and 
the morality of his private life. At 
one of the meetings of thie association 
at tbe close of s discussion in which 
eome of his oppooents had indulged 
pretty freely in personalities, the Dr. 
siiddcaly sprang to hie feet, his black 
eyes sparkling with mischief, and ad- 
dressed the chairman: “Mr. Modera- 
tor, alow me nne word more — just one 
word. Iam aware that the time al- 
lotted Die hy tbe rules is exhausted. 
But I beg only for a moment" No ob- 
jection being made, the speaker con- 
tinued: “ When I rcnoueced Masonry, 
the devil sent all hie hig dogs efter roe, 
snarling, and growling, and making a 
terrible fuss, till they foiiod it w 
no use. and gave it up. This was 
some time ago. But the peltry littlo 
whiffets, insteed of profiting by the 
experience of their leaders, keep yelp- 
j ing around yeti” 

Whatever mey be thought of this 
method of honorieg the precept, •‘an- 
swer a fool according to his folly one 
thing is certain; it succeeded in aecur 
ing decorum on the part of the "wlnf- 
feta" aforesaid durieg the remainderof 
the session.

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who had some conversation in a low voice with Gancon, and 
communicated to him the answer of Follctt, which was, that 
they should not come on. hloiue of the party said tlicv would 
proceed, they had come for the purpose and would go oil. 
They concluded, however, that it was not advisable to pro- 
ceed in tho carriage, and most of the party left it about a mile 
and a half east of tbo village and proceeded ou foot to Bata- 
via, and the remainder returned with the carriage. The 
next morning, early, Morgan was urreslcd and taken to the 
public house where tho party hud slept. An extra stage waa 
procured for the return of tho party, in which they left the 
villago with Morgan. Just as they were about to start, 
Miller came up ana iusisted that Morgan should uot be takon 
away, as he was in custody of tho sheriff of the county for 
debt, and he, Miller, was one of his hail. Miller, however, 
was immediately pushed aside by Danolds, the tavern-keeper, 
who closed the door, and Chesebro having sealed himself 
oil the outside with the driver urged him to drive fast until 
ho should get out of the county, But the driver became 
uneasy anuatopped ubout 80 rods from Danolds 1 , refusing to 
proceed. He was, however, persuaded to go us far aa Staf- 
ford, where he waa aaaured Gausou would become bis surety 
nguinst (til responsibility ; and on his arriving at Stafford, 
Gansou accordingly gave him such assurances us induced him 
to proceed. At Lc Roy. llaywurd. who held the process, 
offered, oa he afterwards said, to bike Morgan before the 
justice of the peace, who had endorsed the warrant, that lie 
might give bad if he chose. No such offer was made to 
liim iu Batavia, where he might have fouud hail, und there 
was no reason to suppose that he could have friends in be 
Roy to whom he could apply in such nil emergency, lie 
accordingly declined, sayiog that when he got to Canandai- 
gua be could convince Mr. Kingsley, the apparent prosecutor, 
that he did nobiutendto steal tile skirt and cravat. The 
party arrived at Canandaigua, fifty miles cast of Batalin, 
about sunset, nnd Morgan was examined by the magistrate. 
Loton Lawson appeared as o witness oil his behalf, and 
made such statements as induced tbe discharge of Morgan. 
To have procured Ilia imprisonment for larceny, would ol 
course have defeated the real object of the conspirators, be-

cause his person would have heen out of their control Aa 
soou as Morgan was thus discharged from arrest under the 
criminal process, Chesebro produced a claim against him for 
a debt of two dollars, due to one Auron Ackley, an inn- 
keeper in Canandaigua, with an authority to collect the dcht 
on his own account. Morgan admitted the debt, confessed 
judgment, aud seemingly aware of the determination to 
detain him, pulled off his coat, and desired the constable to 
levy on it, or take it aa security for tho debt. Hayward, 
the constable, refused to take it, and conducted Morgan to 
jail, where he was left ahout ten o'clock in the evening. 


ATTEMi'T TO CARRY OFF DAVID C. MlLLfiR, 
publisher of tux "iLLuaTRiTioNa of masonry." 

Gn Tuesday the 12th day of September, about noon, a 
crowd of mea suddenly appeared in tbe village of Batavia, 
nearly off of whom carried with them dubs or sticks newly 
cut, and resembling one another, aod to all appearance pro- 
vided for the occasion. The crowd assembled themselves at 
the bouso of Danolds, an inn keeper. To the oldest inhabit- 
ants of the viUagc, almost all of them were strangers, and 
to this day the names of very few have becu distinctly ascer- 
tained by us, although the whole uurnher thus equipped 
were sixty or seventy. They were manifestly selected for 
tho occasion, becouse their name3 nud persons were not 
known to tbo inhabitants of the village generally. No mo- 
tive for their sudden appcorance was assigned.

l’nt Tito “Spiles’ 1 Under. 

During the religious revival of 1657 
-8, a circle of ministers were discuss- 
ing the peculiar features of that awak- 
ening . One of these ministers, a dis- 
tinguished professor in a theological 
seminary, bad just coma from a large 
meeting in one of the churches. He 
gave hie viewe respecting tbe phase of 
Christian experience which he had oh- 
served there, and concluded hia remarks 
with these words: “If I nm not mistak- 
en, the pastors of the churches will 
soon hsvn to dig down ami put spilee 
under a good deal ol this religion." 
However we may explain it, that re- 
markable awakening was characterized 
more hy breadth than depth. It was 
wonderful to see euch multitudes 
drawn together in religious meet- 
ings held on week-days and at all hours. 
It was amazing how well-nigh univer- 
sal was theattention to religion. Great 
numhen became members of the 
church. Alt denominations recaived 
a large accession of numerical strength. 
But it was no less ohservahle that the 
average type ofexpenenco lacked some 
of the characteristics which are gener- 
ally looked for. There was less than 
usual of deep and puDgent conviction 
of sin — less of that profound eolemnity 
which was seen in the revivals of 1831 
— less despondency, fewer groans and 
tears. All was jubilant, and it seem, 
ed aa if we had come upon a new 
dispensation of grace which almost left 
she cross out of discipleship. 

The last few years of our church- 
life have home the same marks. It 
may he idle to attempt explanation. 
The pulpit has remitted its terrors very 
considerably. Persuasion has largely 
aupplanted the earlier form of preach- 
ing to alarm the conscience. The typ- 
ical text has heen “Whosoever will 
let him come." ‘‘Flee from the wrath 
to come" bas heen little used. Heaven 
has heen portrayed in every form of 
fascination. Few ministers have 
thought it hest to speak much of hell. 
The technical difficulties of religious ex- 
perience have been reduced to their 
minimum. Subjective religion has 
given place to the objective. Exper- 
ience has heen pretty milch dispensed 
with, while the convert has heen ratis- 
fied to begin some active service 
of doing good. Meanwhile the regi- 
men of Christian life hae heen made 
easier from year to year. The old 
ideas of consistency have heen much 
relinquished, 

The line of separation between the 
church and tbe world baa heen erased. 
It would hi; difficult to say now-a-days 
what, if any, pleasures the Christian is 
hound to relinquish for the sake of 
Christ. Things for which peopla ware- 
put under discipline some years ago 
aro now practiced hy memhera of the 
hest standing in our best churches. 
We have certainly drifted very far 
way from the religious ideas and expe- 
riences which prevailed in the days of 
Paysou, and Ncttleton, and Spencer. 
Tha offense of the cross baa censed. 
Gratification is largely the inspiration 
of our present work, in pulpit and in 
pew. Nothing is so much deprecated 
as a somber and too serious putting of re- 
ligion to the young. How to please, 
how to win, howtolenva out the cross, 
is more and more the study in many, 
perhaps in most quarters, Now it is 
idle to attempt the analysis of invisible 
forces which elude our scrutiny. It 
nos unwise to set ourselves against the 
inevitable. By all means we ahnuld 


avoid the spirit of

purge ourselves of higotry. We must 
keep shreast with the age, and mingle 
services and sympathy with the 
throhbing present. But there is nn 
reason that we should delude ourselves

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The conditions and obligations of ad- 
mission into this order ought to pre- 
vent Cbnslieos from unison with it 
Ths ’‘constitution” states that those ad- 
mitted must be willing to " take our 
pledge for life.” Maoy, we dare say, 
reading this, suppose that our ’‘pledge" 
has regard exclusively to total absti- 
nence, This is not so. What is ioclud- 
ed in our ’‘pledge" the candidate is un- 
able to ascertiin until it is gradually 
and warily revealed to him in the sev- 
eral stages of his initiation and broth- 
erhood. The whole of this pledge or 
“solemn obligation,” the order of ths 
initietion, and other services, etc., nre 
contaioed in a book called the " Ritu- 
al," respeoting whioh the law is — No 
member or officer (even) can purchase 
or personally possess rituals or officers’ 
cards for his own use; they can only 
be sold to lodges as such, eod, before 
new one* arc supplied, the old ones 
must be returned to the Grand Lodge,’’ 
Hardly abls to helievs that ws read 
this law rightly — that a book wo bad 
heard extolled (by Templars) as one of 
tbe grandest productions in tbs lan- 
guage, which is in relation to the order 
what tho liturgy is to tho E^tscopsl 
church , was really withheld from the 
publio — we applied to grand worthies 
and to the head office for a copy, 
we might decide for ourselvea respect- 
ing it, but were cooly informed that 
we could not hove it either for love 
money. What tho solemn obligation 
should be informed before

but ebe liturgy, in whicb we ehould 
afterwords have to join, "we must take 
entirely on faith" — faith in tbe inde- 
pendent order of Good Templars. “We 
have not so learned Christ;’’ and we 
submit whether the fact that this “Book 
of Ritual," with whioh every member 
of tbe order has so much to do, is with- 
held — not only from his careful study, 
but from hie very sight — he not in it- 
self euffictent to prevent His entertain- 
ing the thought for a single second of 
becoming a good Templar ! 

It eo happened, however, that while 
making inquiry respecting tbe order, 
we received by post from a friend two 
pamphlets on the very subject — one by 
the Rev. J. Kerr, a director of the 
Greenock Total Abstinence Society, on 
“Secret Societies;” the other by the 
Rev. J. Heron, Kilrea, on "Good Tem- 
plarism, not good Christianity.” Both 
pamphlets are published by C. Aitchi- 
BOD, Css lie Place, Belfast, and 
strongly recommend the perusal of 
them to those wishing to understand 
the nature and tendencies of this and 
kindredorganizationa. These authors, 
in a way perfectly honorable to them- 
selves, have seen this secret, sacred 
hook, ‘.be “Ritual,” and give us several 
important and lengthy extracts from it 
We have thus obtained, without pssa- 
eing through the ordeal of initiatiop, a 
little information respecting the con- 
tents of this book; and, though we nre 
nnable to join in the laudation of it, 
and cannot help pityrag the 
its admirers, we do admit that ths vow 
or oath is not a trifling matter, end, like 
marriage, “ ehould not be thoughtless- 
ly or lightly eutered into.” At a cer 
lain stage of a ceremony lasting the 
greeter part of sn hour, which 
really wonder how sober, sensible 
can go through, the candidate for 
Templsr orders end honore, standing 
befors the altar, on which rests an 
open Bible, with bis hand on hii 
heart, solemnly vows— That he will 
not reveal any of the private work or 
business of this order to any one not 
entitled to know the seme, and that in 
alt things he will yield a cheerful obe 
diepce to sll our laws, rules, and usag- 
es.” Then follows preyer, which, as it 
must be the one in the rituel, is in har- 
mony with the principles of the order; 
after which, the worthy chaplain in- 
forms the candidate that “a Good Tem- 
plar’s vow is registered in heaven," and 
adjures him, “as you vnlus your stand- 
ing here, and your peace in eternity, 
keep that vow sacred to the end of life. 
Now, we mey be told that thess words 
do .not refer to this, and do not mean 
tbet, and have regard only to the other 
thing; but what we have to do is sim- 
ply to take them in their plein gram- 
matical meaning, nnd look at what 
they imply. Apert from every gloss 
which may now he put on them, they 
hind the party to two things, which 
are wrong — submission and secrecy. 
Hereisa pledge ofsukmission, n 1 'prom- 
ise of cheerful obedience to all the laws, 
rules and usages of the order 1” Ob- 
serve, at the tims thie vow is made, tbe 
vower does not, cannot know all these 
laws, rules and usages; the book con- 
taining some of them he was forbidden 
to see; into alodge he was never before 
allowsd to enter to witness the usages 
there; new laws or miss may yet be 
introduced.

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proceeded to Stafford, a village shout six miles cost from 
Batavia. On arriving there MUler was seized by two men 
and conducted to a room in the third story of a Btono build- 
ing, ordinarily used as a Masonic lodge room. In this room 
he was guarded by five mon, who etud they wero acting as 
assistants to French, and under his orders. While thus 
secluded and guarded, his counsel with 4 or 6 of his friends ar- 
rived, andlhc former after so mo short detontion was permitted 
hy French to see him. The constable was then asked for a 
sight, or description of the wnrmnt hy virtuo of which he 
held Miller in custody, hut he steadily refused to oxhibit or 
describe it ; hut still left no doubt on the mind of Miller or his 
counsel, that the warrant was in a criminal proceeding, 
and ut length nvowed tbut it had keen issued by n magis- 
trate at Le Roy. It should here be stated that about 8 days 
hefore the successive arrests of Morgan and Miller, Dame) 
Johns, whose sudden appeumneo at Batavia has heen men- 
tioned, suddenly disappeared from that place. A short time 
after Miller's introduction to tho lodge room at Stafford, thia 
same Daniel Johns entered the room, holding in his hand a 
drawn sword, and walked with large and quick steps across 
tho room, and, as Miller describee it, seemed anxious to 
inspire terror into llie captive. Miller however ventured torc- 
monstrate with him, having learned ineome way which ho can- 
not recollect, that Johns was his prosecutor. Johns howovor 
answered in a voice that filtered a little. " Miller, 1 am only 
doing whnt I have been ordered to do.” During his deten- 
tion in the room, one of tile guards told him in language 
loud enough to be heard by all in the room, that he was not 
to be tried at Le Roy, nor to stop there, nor to be 
tried hy an ordinary tribunal, but was going where Mor- 
gan was. Miller asked, "What tribunal 1” He replied," You will 
see.” The others made no remarks in denial or explanation, 
but he heard one mail say to another, "Miller is nothing but 
an entered apprentice." To detail all the evasive falsehoods 
and idle assertions, hy which French and Ins coadjutors en- 
deavored to excuse themselves from proceeding with Miller to 
the justice's offico at Le Roy, would be a useless waste of our 
own time and the patience of tho reader. 

It was manifest thnt tbo conspirators wished to oonsume 
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the time until night should favor the completion of their 
projects, and that to proceed to Le Roy was no part of their 
plan, if it could be avoided. But in the courae of the aftcr- 
teruoon, French, seemingly by inadvertence, admitted tha 
the process he had against Miller was in fact a process in a civil 
suit; and from that time hia resolution seemed somewhat 
shaken. About dusk tbe whole crowd proceeded, with much 
noise and tumult, to Le Roy, 4 miles, and after many efforts 
on the part of French to prevent him from so doing, Miller 
got himself placed before the justico, who had issued the 
warrant. French then gave directions to two of his assist- 
ants, and disappeared. Miller etsid in the office ahout half 
an hour, during which time the justice colled for tho coasta- 
ble and warrant, but neither constable, warrant, or plaintiff 
appeared, and the justice informed Mr. Miller that he wai 
at liberty to go whero he pleased. ThU was ahout nine 
o’clock in the evening. It appeared from the docket of the 
magistrate that a warrant had been issued against Mdler, 
and one John Davids, on the oath and at the request of Dan- 
iel Johns; John Davids had been also arrested by tbe direc- 
tions of French, but the sheriff of the county informed 
them that he was in his custody on the jail hunts, upon 
which he was discharged from the arrest. Miller having 
thus obtained permission to return, was making the best of 
hU way to a puhlic house, when French and Johns suddenly 
appeared again. The former endeavored to seize Miller by the 
collar, and called loudly for help to retake the prisoner— 
Johns asked if there was no person there who would help to 
secure that man. But although attempts w ere made to regain 
possession of Miller, he succeeded in reaching a public hoiov- 
and after another ineffectual attempt by Frcneb and his 
associates to prevent him, he returned late at night to Batavia, 
and relieved his family from terror and alarm. That this 
lawless assemblage of men took place for the purposo of se- 
curing the arrest of Miller, by virtue of a process never in- 
tended to be acted upon, we shall take no trouble to show to 
the public. We have conclusive proof from the oxpress dec- 
larations of those who led tho troop, and from various other 
sources, that one of the objects they l.ad in view was to pull

Simply 
utter the words, " 1 swear,” does 
constitute swearing unless the petson 
uttering them, either understanding^ 
or explicitly, calls soother heing 
witness or promise thst he will or w 
do a thing by the aid, attribute.

Lually imprecating a curse upon 
bis own head if he tail to fulfill his en- 
gagement. When, therefore, any per- 
son swears in a light and trifling man- 
ner, or on a light and trifling occasion, 
celling on God to witness, or to deal 
> with him in the last day accordingly 
as he shall perform or break hie vow; 
or when in such a manner or on such 
an occasion be takes an oath by God, ot 
by heaven, or by earth, or by any be- 
ing. attribute or object, this may be 
considered the essence of profane swear 
ing. I now proceed to show. 

II. Why profane swearing has an 
immoral tendency. That it has an 
immoral tendency, was no doubt the 
reason our Saviour says, “Swear notat 
all." The apostle James also says, 
“But above all things, my brethren, 
swear no*, neither hy heaven, neither 
by the earth, neither by any other 
oalh; but let your yea, be yea, and 
your oay, nay; lest ys come into co 
detonation.” Here, then, I would r 

1. That profane swearing betrays 
want of reverence for Deity. No oi 
who truly loves and fears God will ju 
tify an unlawful or profane oatb, or 
more especially give countenaoce to the 
custom of profane swearing. 

2. Profane swearing is trifling with 
serious things. It is trifling with the 
names, attributes aod perfections ol 
the Deity. It is trifling with the sol- 
emnity of an oath, when lawfully ad- 
ministered. It is trifling with the fu- 
ture scenes and retributions of cter- 

3. Profane swearing tends to destroy 
a sense of moral obligation. It sears 
the cooscience "with a hot iroo.” it 
etupifiee the mind, darkcos the under- 
standing to the sacred truth of the gos- 
pel, and fosters the moral depravity of 
of tbs heart. No man, addicted to 
profane swearing, is easily excited to 
serious concern for the soul or tl 
the tbiogs of eteroity ; and is generally 
wholly regardless of his obligation to 
ohey the law of God. 

4. Profana swearing tends to weaken 
our confidence in a serious and solemn 
promise. We place very little confi- 
dence in the word of that man who is 
addicted to profanity ; aod every such 
man virtually says to othere that he 
will sell both his word and ^bis con- 
science very cheap. 

6. Profane swearing leade directly to 
other species of immorality. Those 
who are regardless of their own con- 
sciences, cast off ths fear of God and 
trifle with his names, titles, attributes 
aod perfections, generally become 
wholly abandoned in their moral char- 
acter and give themsel yes up to all 
kinds of wickedness. 

I might offer mady more reasons to 
prove the immoral tendency of profans 
swearing; but sufficient has already 
been said to answer my present pur- 
pose, and to show with wbnt propriety 
our Saviour enforced the precept in the 
text: “ But I say unto you, swesr not 
at all." 

I11PB0VEUENT. 

1. if profane swearing has such an 
immoral tendency, as 1 have shown, and 
it ie so very offensive to God to trifle 
with bis nsmes and attributes, then 
we may learn the propriety aod impor- 
tance of divesting a candidate for Free- 
masonry of his wearing apparel ; cloth- 
ing him with an old gown and pair of 
drawers; putting a hoodwink upon his 
eyes, and a rope about his neck ; lead- 
ing him into the lodgo in this solemn 
manner; prayiog over him, and read- 
ing the Scriptures; causing him to 
kneel upon his naked left knee, clasp- 
ing the Holy Bihle,sqnare and compas- 


ses. end then making him take the fol- 
lowing “ oath or obligation!" — “I , 

of my own free will and eccord, in 
presence of Almighty God and this 
worsb'pfnl lodge of free and accepted 
Masons, dedicated to God, and held 
forth to the holy order of St. Johns, 
do herehy and hereon most solemnly 
end sincerely promise end awear, that 
I will always hail, ever conceal, and 
never reveal any part or parts, art or 
srts, point or points of the secrets, arts 
and mysteries of ancient Freemasonry, 
which I have received, am shout to re- 
ceive, or may hereafter be instructed 
in, to any person or parsons in ths 
known world except it be to a lawful 
brother Mason, or within the body of 
a just and lawfully constituted lodge of 
such; and not unto him or unto them 
whom I shall hear so to he, hut unto 
him and them only whom I shall find 
so to be after strict trial end due ersm- 
iDotion or lawful information. Further- 
more do I promise and swear, that I 
will not write, print, stamp, stain, bew, 
cut, carvs, indent, paint, or engrave it 
on anything movable or immovehle, 
under the whole canopy of hoavao, 
whereby or whereon the least letter, 
figure, character, mark, stain, shedow, 
or rcscmblaoce of the same may be- 
come legihle or, intelligible to myself 
or any other person in the knot 
world, whereby the secrets of Masonry 
may be uoiswfully obtained through 
my uoworthiness. To all which I do 
most solemnly and sincerely promise 
and ewear, without the least equivoca- 
tion, mental reservation, or secret eva- 
sion of mind in me whatever; binding 
myself noder no less peoslty, than to 
thsn to have my throat out across, my 
tongue torn out by the roots, and my 
hody buried in the rough sande of the 
see, where the tide ehl>6 and flows 
twice in twenty-four hours. So help 
me God and keep me steadfast in the 
due performance of the same.

2. If profane swearing hai 
moral tendeney, and on this account 
our Saviour says, "Swear i 
then we may see the importaoce of 
binding ourselves against immoral prac- 
tices hy the following oath, — ' 'Further- 
more do 1 promise and swear that I 
will not violate the chastity of a Mas- 
ter Mason's wife, mother, sister, oi 
daughter, I knowing them to be such, 
nor Buffer it to ba done by others, if in 
my power to prevent it." 4 

3. If profans swearing has an im- 
moral tendency, and those who sweai 
are often addioted to otbor crimes then 
we may see ths propriety of the fol- 
lowing oaths: — “Furthermore, do I 
promise and swear that I will aid and 
assist a companion Royal Arob Mason, 
when engaged in any difficulty, and 
espouse his oause so far as to extrioate 
him from the same, if in my power, 
whether he be right or wrong." — 
" Furthermore do 1 promise and sweat 
that a companion Royal Arch Mason's

Rev. Alexander Campbell, in the 
Millennial Harbinger, some years 
since, gave the following thoughts on 
secret societies: 

Time was when it might have ap- 
peared highly expedient to Jews, Mo- 
hammedans, skeptics, and various rclig- 
i onists, to form ck-w leagues, offensive 
and defensive, for their own safety .‘and 
aggrandizement; or to enter into pre- 
existent, secret, symbolic, and benevo- 
lent associations, for the promotion of 
tbeir individual interest, honor, or hap- 
piness; hut why Christians in the 
teenth century should, after they had 
tasted the sweetinfluenceB and blessings 
of the kingdom of heaven, seek admis- 
sion, through all the pledges, oaths, 
and obligations ofseciecy, into the so- 
cieties of ‘’Freemasons” and “Odd-fel- 
lows,” is rather a difficult and perplex- 
iug problem.

Po- 
litical or not, they nro destined to exer- 
cise n powerful influence on public affairs 
during the next four years. The ad- 
ministration party is so linked with 
monied corparations that its lenders 
look upon tho marvelous growth of the 
farmers' movement with ill-concoalcd 
alarm. 

This is false pro tense. The principal 
aim of tbe grange is politicnl . The foot 
is clearly demonstrated in the West, 
wherever the granges are numerous 
enough to givs them iofluence. The 
non-political clause is preliminary and 
descriptive. It Is intended to quiet tho 
scruples of honest snd bonorahlo men, 
who ohjeet to'bccoming political assas- 
sins. Once roped in, it ie helieved 
that these men can be controlled nnd 
UBed when wanted for politicnl purpo- 
ses. And in this false pretense is a 
confession that tho thing is wrong — tlist 
seoret political associations are repug- 
nant to the popular interests. It he- 
trnys the consciousness that the right- 
sous prejudice against sueli societies 
must be overcome in order to secure s 
respectable membership. It is the devil 
in a newahups, tempting men into a 
anare. The alluring bsit conceals a 
barbed book, nod ia not wtmtit sppcsre 
to bo. It professes not to meddle with 
religion or politics. I la real nim and its 
practice is to meddle with both — in se- 
cret It cannot be otherwise thsn disas- 
trous to the community at large. 

Reaction is sure to follow. It has 
even now begun. It would not be 
strange if thia reaction should reach 
the other extreme, and make indiscrim- 
inate wnr on nil secret organizations. It 
will in the end greatly arouse public 
indignation, aud in the fury of excite- 
ment produced by a real outrage on 
both individual and public rights, who 
shall say where the tide will stop! 
There is already an organization in ex- 
istance, known as the National Associa- 
of Christians, whose principal te- 
net is opposition to all secret societies. 
Thie organizstion sees in the secret 
graoge new justification for itsoxislnece 
snd new hope for the organization of a 
political party based on opposition to 
secrete cietiea in the United States. It 
-w contemplating a national conven- 
er the very purpose uf concentra- 
ting the opposition to secret politicnl 
societies. If the folly of the grange ia 
cootinued, this opposition will gain 
force and lake formidable shape, and 
we shall fight over again something like 
the battles of Anti maBonic days. Tbe 
struggle will be fierce and even vindict- 
ive. but it einnot long remain doubtful. 
Secret political societies must go down 
hefore the popular tornado which will 
in the end sweep over the land, carry- 
ing with it the united power of tho 
patriot, the lover of fnirplay. the hater 
of dark ways, nnd the Christian. Tbe 
demagogue, the political assassin and 
the enemy of equal and exact justice, 
will have reason to call on the rocks and 
mouninina to hide them from the fury 
of an outraged and righteously indig- 
nant people.

"Almighty Father, Maker ol the Uni- 
veisc and giver of every good to mnn- 
kind, we heseech Thee to be with us 
i'll this occasion ; bless tho-e who shall 
nt this time he installed ctfi-eis of lliis 
grange; endow them with prudence nnd 
w adorn. Be with all theofficers of the 
Sule nnd National grange, and all con- 
nected with our order, and aid us in ex- 
tending its benefits in aII parts of our 
uind. Bs with all orders and us 8 cia- 
uous having for their object the ad- 
vancement of education snd the morr-l 
welfare nnd happiness of mankind; we 
nsk all in Thy onme. Amen." 

As a specimen of Masonic prayer the 
above la nearly perfect, snd all that has 
been said in our columns upon them will 
apply generally to this. The installing 
officer, who may be nny member of a 
state grunge, then takes charge of the 
proceedings beginning with an nddress, 
part of which may he original, hut must 
close with u prescribed form, lo this 
occurs these sentiments: I'Tlie order

While thus 
secluded and guarded, his counsel with -l or 5 of his friends ar- 
rived, andtlic former ofler eomeeliort detention was pc.mitted 
by French to sec him. The constable wua then asked lor a 
sight, or description of llio warrant by virtue of which ho 
held Miller in custody, but lio eteudily refused to exhibit or 
desenbo it; but still left nodouht on the mind of Miller or his 
counsel, that the warrant teas ill a criminal proceeding, 
and ut length uvowed tliut it bud been issued by a magis- 
trate ut Le Hoy, It should here be stated that about 8 duys 
before the successive arrests of llorgun and Miller, Dumel 
Johns, whose sudden nppeurancc nt liataviii has heen men- 
tioned, suddenly disappeared from tliut place. A eliort time 
after Miller’s introduction to the lodge room nt Stafford, this 
same Daniel Johns entered the room, holding in liis hand a 
drawn sword, and walked with lurgo and quick steps across 
the room, and, ns Miller describes it, seemed anxious to 
inspire terror into the captive, Miller however ventured to re- 
monstrate with him.liaving learned in somo way which he can- 
not recollect, that Johns was hie prosecutor. Johns however 
answered in n voice tliut fultered a little, "Miller, I nmoely 
doing what I ltavo heen ordered lo do." During his deten- 
tion in the room, oae of the guards told him in language 
loud enough to be heard hy ulilil tho room, thnt lie was not 
to he tried at Le Roy, nor to stop there, nor to be 
tried by an ordinary tribunal, hut was goiog where Mor- 
gan was. Miller asked, " What tribunal !" He replied/' You will 
see." Tile others made no remarks in denial orexplanntioo, 
hut ho heard one mun say to nnother, "Miller is nothiogbul 
an entered ap/ircnticc," To detail all the evasive falsehoods 
and idle assertions, by which French nnd his coadjutors en- 
deavored to excuse themselves from proceedieg with Miller to 
the justice's office at Le Roy, would bo a useless wustoof our 
own time and the patience of tho reader. 

It was manifest that the conspirator* wished to consume 


tho time until night should Invar tho completion of their 
projects, and thnt to proceed to Le Roy was no part of their 
plan, if it could he avoided. But in tbe course of the nftcr- 
teriioon, French, eeemingly hy inadvertence, admitted tha 
the process helmdagainstMillcrwosin fuel a process in a civil 
suit; and from that time hie resolution seemed somcwhnt 
shaken. Ahout dusk the whole crowd proceeded, with much 
noise and tumult, to Le Itoy, 4 miles, nnd after many efforts 
on tbe part of French to prevent him from so doing, Miller 
got himself plnccd hefore the justice, who hnd issued the 
warrant. French then gave directions to two of his assist- 
ants, and disappeared. Miller staid in the office ahout half 
an hour, during which time the justice called for the consta- 
hie and warrant, but neither constahle, warrant, or plaintiff 
appeared, nnd the justice informed Mr, Miller thnt he was 
at liberty to go where he pleased. This was ahout nine 
o'clock in the evening. It appeared from the docket of the 
magistrate thnt n warrant had heen issued against Miller, 
anif one John Davids, on the oath and at tho request of Dan- 
iel Johns; John Davids had been also arrested hy the direc- 
tions of French, but the sheriff of tbo county informed 
them tliut he was in liis custody on the jail limits, upon 
which lie was dischurged from tho nrrest. Miller having 
thus ohtaiaed permission to return, was mnking tho best of 
his wuy to a puhlic house, when Frcach aad Johas suddenly 
appeared again. The former endeuvored to seize Miller hy the 
collar, uinl "called loudly far help to retake tbe prisoner- 
joints asked if there wns no person there who would help to 
aeciire thnt man. But although nttempte were made to regain 
possession of Miller, he succeeded in reaching apiiblio hotv 
nnd after another ineffectual attempt hy French and his 
associates tu prevent him, lie returned lute at night to Batavia, 
and relieved his family from terror and nlarm. That this 
lawless assemblage of men took place for the purpose of se- 
curing the arrest of Miller, by virlua of a process never in- 
tended to be acted upon, we slinll take no trouble to show to 
the public. We have conclusive proof from the express dec- 
larations of those who led the troop, nnd from various other 
sources, thnt ona of the objects they l.ad in view was to pull 
down tba office of Miller, if that should hs necessary for the

Sib: — The Tribune for the 15th lost, 
mentioned the death of Mortimer M. 
Leggeit (eon of the Commissioner of 
Patents) as having occurred during 
ceremonien preliminary to initiation 
into the ‘‘Kappa Alpha” Society of 
Cornsll University. The following 
verdiot was rendered by the Coroner’s 
jury on the evening of the 16th inst. .' 

The jury being duly charged and 
sworn toioquire on the part of the peo- 
pla when, wbers, and how the said 
Mortimer M.Leggell enms to his death, 
do find that ssiii Mortimer M. Leggett, 
a student of Cornell University, came 
to his death on the night of Oct, IV, 
1873, between the hours of 9 and 10 
o’clock, by accidentally falling from a 
clitf on the south aideof Six Mile Creek, 
in the village of Itbsca.TompkinsCoun 
ty, New York. 

The witnesses were the physician 
who attended the injured man, a pro- 
fessor in the University, who is e mem- 
ber of ths Society, and seven students, 
also members of the Soeietv- 
The evidence shows that Laggett 
and another student were to join the 
“Ksppa Alpha" Society on the night of 
the accident. Bsfore ths formal mm 
tion the candidate was, according 
custom, to he led blindfolded to son 
lonely spot, in this instance nearly 
mile from ths village, in the dry bsd 
of Six Mile Creek, which could here be 
reached hy a tecurs path. The blind 
was to bs then and there removed, and 
the candidate to renew his pledge of 
desire to join the Society; he was then 
again to be blindfolded and led hack to 
ths rooms, where the initiaiion cere- 
monies, described as very impressive 
and enjoyable, would take place. All 
agree that none of ths preliminaries 
conast in taking candidates to danger 
oils places in order to terrify them; nl- 
ao that none had been drinking; 
that no ill- treatment of any kind 
intended or offered; and that Leggett 
made no opposition. 

A party of -’Kappa Alpha” students 
were to rendezvous about 9 o’clook 
the roadwbioh follows the south bend 
of Six Mile Cieek, at h point shout 150 
yards beyond the last house in the vil- 
lage, and nearly opposite a pine trse 
which stands upon ths very briok of 
the rocky precipice, which here 
hang, and ia about 35 feet from the 
turfy bed of the creek. The road fenae 
is about 50 feet from the edge of the 
cliff, and the intervening ground haa 
an inclination of about one foot in four 
or bva, hut is pretty evan and clear of 
ahruhhery. The tree ia five feet 
girth, has no low branches, and sends 
several large roots into the bsok, 
of them forming the edge over which 
the fall occured; there are no bushc 
on that side for several yards, but to 
one at a distance, unacquainted with 
the locality, the tops of trees in the 
creek bed might appear as such. While

Yet this is what may he, and too 
often is, exacted from every memher 
secret organization, whether in or 
of college, as the terribly dear price 
of the social, politico), or theological 
advantages which bis membership con- 
fers. I purposely enumerate these 
three, for there are cliques in society, 
cabals in politics, and sects in religion, 
and it would he very easy to show that 

these departments do eecret orgnni 
zatioDs find most congenial soil. Science, 
thank Heiven, ia generally incompati- 
ble with petty concealment; Ood’s truth 
all, and the naturalist, at 
least, has too much earnest work upon 
his hands to admit of learning grips 
ind pass- words.and the non significance 
of Greek initials. 

it powerful and the most 
mischievous of all secret organizations, 
the ablest and most untcruoulous op- 
ponent of religions freedom and of sci 
entific progress, is that of tbe •‘Jesuits;’’ 

: can deny that in so far as 
concerns their secrecy and their soeial 
and political tendencies, all secret so- 
cieties are Jesuitical. It is claimed that 
members of secret organizations are 
bound to render aid, pecuniary or oth- 
nder all circumstances. It is 
difficult to see why the same kindly 
relations cannot be maintained without 
the secrecy; and it is n slur upon both 
Providence and human nature to hold 
that the door of charity can be opened 
only by a peouliar twist of the handle, 
which in point of fact ia no secret to 
“outside barbarians.” Nor are all such 
givers of aid immaculate ; a near rela- 
who had been a Mason from early 
youth, and had traveled extensively 
over all sections of the couotry, once 
told me that whenever a man gave him 
the Masonic grip, he avoided his socie- 
ty; and 1 know members of this and of 
other secret organizations with whom I 
would not trust the integrity of my 
dog’s tail. Not that there not rascals 
just as black outside the pale; no such 
question 13 raised or need to be. What 
1 urge is, that he who join* a aecre 
Iraternity of any kind whatsoever runs 
the risk of “warming a viper,” or of 
heing ‘ ‘taken in” by a rogue, whose 
only claim upon hia acquaintance ia a 
eecret sign, which they know in com- 
mon and which any one can find out 
who takes sufficient pains. In short, 
for the slender chance of benefit from 
fellows of the order under conditions 
little likely to ariBe, we are nsked to 
link ourselves socially, and more or 
less fully in morals and in business, 
with persons who may prove utterly 
uncongenial in tastes and mode of 
lifs. 

Moreover, whatever may have heen 
the cans in past-years, it ia certain that 
now the annnal expenditure of an "ast- 
ual member” for society purposes, which 
he justifies to his family on the ground 
of looked- for aid in misfortune, would 
enable him to mske a certain provision 
for them by life insurance, and to in- 
sure himself while traveling. Deny 
this who can. But one other advan- 
tage haa ever heen claimed for secret 
organizations over open ones, namely, 
that in war life or liherty may be pre- 
served through the recognition of the 
‘•secret bond.” Now I am satisfied 
that the artificial animosities and unjust 
decisions resulting from secret affilia- 
tions far outnumber the cases above 
mentioned ; aod it must he rememhsred 
that all these cases, except only those 
where common humanity would not 
otherwise haveheen exercised, involve* 
a direct betrayal of the party or nation 
with which the henefactor is astiog. 

Both reason and experience indicate 
that when concealment ia practiced 
without good cause, a bad cause is 
pretty sure to he devised. Yet, strange 
as it may seem, this fact is a good sign; 
for where evil predominated in the 
world, .fear, not modesty, would war- 
rantee good deeds done in secret; but 
ao long as virtue is the standard, ideal 
at least, so long sin hide* its head for 
shame; "they love darkness hetter than 
light, hecauso their deeds are evil." 
Hence, that which is secret for no ap- 
parent good cause, is justly and inevit- 
nbly suspected to he wrong; and by a 
natural consequence darkness, mystery, 
and concealment heceme synonyms of 


moral shadow and obliquity. This 

being the case in general, is it strange 
that when, for no good reason which 
they themselves have ever pretended 
to assign, young men hind themselves 
to bide all their proceedings from tbo 
world, they are irresistibly impelled 
to justify this mystery hy actions more 
or less deserving of the concealment 
which they practice I Herein lies at 
least one of the occasions of immorality 
in secret organizations — the stops being 
gradual from innocent, end, perhaps, 
earnest eflort at mutual improvement, 
through harmless mischief, malice, 
plotting, slander, aotual violonce to 
others, dissipation, and debauchery 
among themselves, Not that 
ses these dopths are reached, but that 
they do in some is easily proved, and 
that they may in all is a* easily demon- 
strated from the conditions involved, 

Without pretending to more than 
ordinary acquaintance with the arrangt 
ment* in the other wi-rld, 1 am willing 
to hazard my position therein upon the 
truth of the proposition that seoret 
cisties are uoknos n in heaven ; but that 
they form a prominent and essential 
feature of life in the othor locality. 
Light versus darkness ; openness versus 
mystery; mutual confidence versus sus- 
picion and distrust. Young men are 
specified, and not pcoplo in general. 
It is not ths least of woman’s msny 
wrongs that the stronger esx has ex- 
cluded them from secret organizations. 
Whether upon the general principle 
* 'omne iynotum pro magnified' or from 
the assumption of woman's mobility 
keep a secret, it is hardly worth while 
to inquire; the faot remains that secret 
societies are eachis-rely masculine, Two 
had results ere liable to follow. (1.) As 
ahove remarked, the exolusion ia n har 
to the confidoooe which should he ab- 
solute between hushand nnd wife, and 
nearly so between mother and sons, 
brothers and sister. (2.) Male thoughts 
aad feelings tend downward. Being a 
man, I assert thi* as a rule so general 
that the exception css hardly he found. 
The army, tne medical school, the 
hoarding school, the dormitory, all bear 
witness to the fact that when for any 
time mea are placed in social relations 
from which women are excluded demor- 
alization ensue* — slowly, perhaps, but 
surely; and that the college society le 
no exception, let Dr. Croshy show from 
his own experience: “Thirty years ngo 
I was a member of a college secret so- 
ciety. and, while I had upright fellow- 
members, I found the association wa* 
chiefly a temptation to vice. The prom- 
ise of secrecy prevented all disclosure 
to parents, and tbe seclusion was thus 
perfect. We met in a hack room of a 
hotel; liquor was brought from tbe hsr- 
room for the company, and, as in nil 
such styles of association, the conversa- 
tion gravitated to the ohscene and sen- 
sual. ... I do not charge all or 
any of our college secret societies with 
such excesses at the present day. . . 

But still they all offer a remarkable op- 
portunity for sins in which publicity 
would not allow thsir . members to in- 
dulge for a moment.” 

Granting tbnt in some societies the 
customs nro better than those nbove 
described, I know others for which our 
picture is not overdrawn. And I would 
ask the members whether the language 
habitually employed or the subjects 
discussed at their meetings, when these 
are merely social, are as pare as they 
would be in the presence of their moth- 
ers and sisters I Any admitted differ- 
ence for the worse is to be ascribed, in 
part at least, to the secrecy of the’.r 
arrangements. Admitting that the os- 
tensible object* of secret societies are 
innocent, elevating, and benevolent, we 
may fairly ask whether all of these 
could not be just as well accomplished 
without the element of secrecy; and, 
on the other hand, it may as fairly he 
claimed that this same mystery is the 
direct occasion of mo3t of the trouble of 
every kind in colleges. To state the 
cose in another way: it.'ls prohable that, 
except under extraordinary conditions, 
all good ends are attainable by open 
and direct means, while it is certain that 
covert and mysterious methods of act- 
ion are a constant characteristic of evil 

It is perhaps true that large 
here of eminent men in'all branches are, 
or have been, connected with 


cisties; tobe conclusive we should know 
wbat equally eminent men have not 
been so connected; and it is prohable 
that, at tbe most, H might he shown 
that membership wss not incompatible 
with future advancement, and thet this 
wbb made in spite of the association, 
rather than through its aid. It ought 
also tohe shown what proportion exists 
betweon tho eminent nnd good and 
those who sro not so, or were the re- 
verse, in and out of the organizations. 
It might be difficult to ohtsin evidence 
upon this point, hut every college offi- 
cer may ascertain from the facul- 
ty records, if not from his general 
recolleotionB, that of those whoae con- 
ductor method of study call for inter- 
ference, a large majority are eecret so- 
ciety men. What I haveseen and heard 
during five year* warrants me in affirm- 
ing that nine-tenths of the miBcbiefand 
immorality of the earlier years of tho 
Cornell University was directly due to 
the presence and influence of seoret so- 
ciety men who came here from other 
institution* for tbe avowed purpose of 
engrafting branches of their psrent 
tree* upon our young and otherwise 
perfectly healthy organization. And 
further, speaking not ss Professor, bnt 
as a citisen and memher of the Univer- 
sity, I feel no hesitation in adding that 
tho larger proportion of nil the distur- 
bances which have in any way affected 
the comfort of studonts, of faculty, and 
of citizens,- have been either originated 
or carried out — or both — by means of 
seoret organizations. 

Ths correctness of the following state- 
ment* may ea-ily be ascertained from 
those who ware here at the time the 
cases occurred. A young student was 
induced to join a secret fraternity; nat- 
urally boyish and incenBidemte, he 
speedily fell hobind in his studies : he 
purctiaeed an expensive hadge: he felt 
bound to contribute hia share to the 
frequent festivities which rendered Oas- 
vudilla 'notorious, and for these and 
other society object* expendedthe funds 
sent him for tuition sod board; his dif- 
ficulties became at last too great for fur- 
ther concealment from hia father, nnd 
he left the institution under not very 
creditehle circumstance*. Another 
student, in most respects the opposite 
of tbe one just mentioned— young, it 
is true, but unusually mstnrs, conscien- 
tious, aod independent — was induced 
to join a society which enjoyed a very 
high reputation for scholarship, conduct 
and social position. Some of bis form- 
er friends perceived a change, hut re- 
spected him too much to complain. 
Suddenly he severed ha* connection. 
No reason wa* ever made puhlic: but 
it is generally understood that a mem- 
her committed an offense against jus- 
tigs and college law. True to their 
pledgs, his fellows refused to condemn 
his action. Finding remonstrance in 
vain, the new memher dared do that 
which few have ever done, and freed 
himself from nn association in which 
he found the seoee of right and wrong 
overpowered by an oath of mutual sup- 
port Whatever may hnve been the 
exnct cause, the fact remains thet one 
of our most brilliant student* and ex- 
cellent young men, who was, in fact, 
too good to live, found the secret hoods 
of one of the beat societies loo galling 
for endurance. That he retained the 
respect snd good will of his late asso- 
ciates is still more conclusive evidence 
of the fact that he left them for con 
science' sake, and wa* not asked to re- 
aign. 

In a mo*, able, as well as moderate 
article upon secret societies (The Con- 
gregationalUit, 1871, vol. 23, No. 
16.) President Crosby state* very de- 
cidedly that hia adverse opinions are 
hated in a great measure upon his ex- 
perience at sesretery of a college facul- 
ty; anothercollege president has averted 
to the "babyishness of secret societies,” 
while a third denounces them as an 
"unmitigated nuisance.” Former as- 
sociations render it difficult for many 
college officers to express their later 
views, but it is known that few regard 
them as wholly heneficial. In ccnclu- 
•inn, I charge secret organizations with 
tending to encourage plot* and machin- 
ations against law, order, nnd society; 
with fostering the lowest of politi- 
cians’ arte; with exciting unreasonable 
jealensies; with exaotimr time and at-

The Victories or Peace. 

Cobden, who in his own seas carries 
more guns than other man in England, 
having received a panegyric pronounc- 
ed by some clergymen on the oharac- 
ter and services of the Duke of Welling- 
ton, has written three very long and 
able letters in denial of the justness of 
the wars of England against France, 
and consequently of the right of Wel- 
lington, whn led in these wars, to be 
considered ot> a good man or a public 
benefactor. He maintains at great 
length thet the war against France was 
undertaken to put down the principles 
of freedom ln referring to tbe im- 
measurable superiority of victories of 
peace over victories in war, he makes 
the fotldwing striking allusion 
moral heroism of the English Quakers 
amid the Irish famine : 

“A famine fell upon nearly one half 
ofa great nation. The wbole world 
hastened to contribute money and food. 
But a few courageous men left their 
home in Middlesex and Surrey, end 
penetrated tn the remotest glens and 
hogs of the west coast of the stricken 
island to administer relief with their 
own hands. They found themselves, 
not merely in the valley of the shsd- 
dow of death — that would he hut 
imperfect imege — they were in t 
charnel house of a nation. Never Bin 
the 11th century did Pestilence, the 
gaunt h andmaid of Famine, glean 
rioh a harvest. In the midst of a seen 
which no field of battle ever equalled 
in danger, in the number of its slain or 
the physical sufferings of the living, 
these brave men walked as calm and 
unmoved as though they had been 
their homes. The population sunk i 
fast that the living could not hury the 
dead, half-interred hodies protuded from 
the gaping graves; often the wife died 
in the midst of her starving children, 
while her husband lay a festering 
corpse hy her side. Into the midst of 
these horrors did our heroes penetrate, 
dragging the dead from the living with 
their own bands, raising the heads of 
the famishing children, and pouring 
nourishment into parched lips from 
which shot fever-flames more deadly 
than a volley of musketry. Here was 
courage! No music strung the nerves; 
nosmoke ohscured the Imminent danger; 
no thunder of artillery deadened the 
Benses. It was cool self posession and 
resolute will , calculated risk and heroic 
resignation. And who were those 
hravemen! To what '‘gallant" corps 
did they helongf Were they of the 
horse, foot, or artillery force! They 
were Quakera. from Clapham and 
Kingston! If you would know what 
heroic actions they performed, you 
must inquire from those who witnessed 
them. You will not find them record- 
ed in the volume of reports puhliahed 
hy themselves — for Quakers write no 
hulletin of their victories. — The Jour- 
nal.

Kltual of the Grange. 


This part of the ritual will probably 
he more familiar to the public than any 
other yet published in these columns. 
We may therefore be more hrief. 

The funeral ceremonies of the grange 
are ae fantastical as are those of the 
hired mourners of the East end nearly 
ae obtrusive as of the mother order of 
Freemasonry. The male members 
at the grange, each with tho badge of 
mourning (black and white ribbon on tho 
arm) aud march four ahreast, with 
sic if they wnnt it, tn the residence of 
the deceased. Each member male aud 
female, carries a small hoquet of flow- 
ers, fresh, dried, or artificial. The “sis- 
ters" and “brothers" of the “order” fol- 
low the relatives and hearse. At the 
cemetery the "brothars" form tn the 
right and left and the procession moves 
to the grave between the lines. The 
master now takes charge of the ceremo- 
ny and says; “Worthy brothers and 
sisters, it hecomes our duty 
last tribute of respect to a worthy 
(hrother). Let us remember thnt 
must needs die, aud are us water spilt 
upon the ground, which cannot he 
gathered up again; neither does God 
respect any person, yet doth he devise 
means that hishanishedbe not expelled 
from him. Worthy chaplain let us ho win 
prayer." All then repeat the Lord’s 
prayer. Tbe chaplain then rends the 
following: .... “Patrons, 
again called to seperate from a worthy 
(brother) ; but let us remember there 
it heeling in the bitter cup. God takes 
away from ub those 
tagss of our fsith ; and to those who 
look forward to a reunion in another 
world, where there will he no separa- 
tion, the evening of life hecomes more 
delightful than the morning, and the 
sunset offers brighter and lovelier vis- 
ions than those whioh we build up in 
the morning clouds, and which appear 
before the strength of day. Fsith is 
that precious alchemy which transmits 
grief into joy, and makes effliction ap- 
pear what it really is, a dispensation of 
mercy. Heaven and God are best dis- 
cerned through tears- scarcely perhaps, 
discerned at all without them. The 
conatant association of preyer with the 
hour of hercavement and the scenes of 
death suffice to show this. We must 
be made perfect through suffering; hut 
the struggle hy night will hring the 
calmness of the morning. The prayer 
of deliverance cells down the power of 
endurance, and while to the reluctant 
their cross is too heavy to he hort.e, it 
grows lighttnthe heart of willing trust’* 
These remarks may be very consoling, 
hut they have only bumau wisdom and 
vanity to make them so. A hymn is 
then eung and the male grangers pass 
around the grave, hreaking apart their 
nosegays and dropping them into tbe 
grave. Tlie chaplain then reads Ec- 
clesiastes xii. 1-1 , and the xxiii. Psalm. 
The coffin it then lowered; the “sisters 
pass around and throw their flowers in- 
to the grave ; followed hy the master 
and pal t-hearera who make a like de- 
posit while another hymn Is heiog sung. 
The master thet proceeds: “A good 
name is rather to be chosen than prec- 
ious ointment and the day of one's 
death than the day of one's birth. (He) 
shall go ae (he) came and came and 
take nothing of (his) lahor which (be) 
may carry away in -(his) hand;" and 
soleinly raising a handful of earth he 
sprinkles it on the grave aaying: 

In the name of the — Grange, I pro- 
nounce the words, (Brother) — , fart - 

The chaplnin concludes this farcical 
ceremony with a prayer and benedic- 
i, which may seem to be more de- 
t, but is really more hypocritica 1 , It 
crowning device of the devil to put 
solemn words into the mouths of 
generate men while they are befooled 
hy the thought that they are worship- 
ping.

Freemasonry is a religion, or, if 
you prefer it, has a religion, — a 
religion of its own. A man may 
have a religion and not be religious, 
but a system cannot. Every system 
which has a religion is a religions sys- 
tem, and every institution which lias 
a religion is, so far, a religious institu- 
tion. It is uot meant, of course, that 
Freemasonry is the true religion. 
There «re two kinds of religion in the 
world; the true and the false, and Free 
masonry belongs to the latter. It is a 
compound of paganism, Judohiein and 
natural religion. Though Masons 
sometimes deny our proposition, at oth- 
er times they admit it, and glory in it, 
just as suits the occasion. 

The second paragraph of the "Man- 
ual of the Lodge," by Albert G. 
Mackey, and also of his ‘’Ritualist," 
opens in these words: ‘ If secular as 
sociations hsve found it expedieut, by 
the adoption of some preparatory forms, 
to avoid the appearance of an unseem- 
ing abrubtness in proceeding to 
business, it may well be supposed tliat 
religious societies have been still more 
observant of the custom.” Then 
showing that the "ancient mysteries 
(those sacred riles which have furnished 
so many models for Masonic symbol- 
ism) were opened with very Soletnu 
ceremrmes," he goes on: "lu like 
manner, a lodge of Masons is opened 
with the employment of certain cere- 
monies." Thus a Masonic lodge is 
plainly distinguished from a secular 
association, and ranked with those 
which are to be regarded as religious. 
It is true that Hickehi introduces his 
'‘Monitor” by saying, '‘Freemasonry 
is a moral institution, and it is a favor- 
ite definition that Masonry is a system 
of morality, veiled in allegory, and 
taught by symbols." Gut then it is to 
be remembered llint from the Alpha to' 
the Omega of Freemasonry it is taught 
that morality is ail the religion which 
man needs— that morality will save 

Tlio '‘Ancient Charges" of Musonry 
say, (Manual of the Lodge, page 210), 
“But though ill ancient times Masons 
were charged in every country to be 
of the religion of thut country or na- 
tion, whatever it was," (thus in Eng- 
land Protestant, iu Italy Papist, in 
Turkey Mussulman, in China Confucian, 
in Utah Morinan, etc.) ‘Tt is now 
thought more expedient" (since with 
Masunsthe religion which a man should 
profess la a question merely of expedi- 
ency) “only to oblige them to that 
religion in which all men agree." And, 
page ?20, “Wo being only, as Masons, 
of the Catholic religion above men- 
tioned, charging a man to change his 
religion every timo he crosied a geo- 
graphical houndary was thought to be 
too broad a farce, and it is deemed ex- 
pedient to oblige him only to those 
religious opinions which euit every 
latitude aud longitude I” 

That Masone regard their order ai a 
religious society is so plainly taught in 


these passages (and many other similar 
ones might be adduced) tbnt it may 
seem unnecessary to proceed with the 
proof. Lest, however it may bo 
thought that our proposition is only an 
inference from teachings of Masonry, 
we give evidence of a more unequivocal 
character. Turning to the "Lexieon of 
Freemasonry," pnge 404, we read, 
“The religion, then, of Masonry Is pure 
theism, on whieh its members' engraft 
their own peculiar opinions; but they 
are not permitted tointroduce them 
to the lodge, or to connect their truth 
or falsehood with the truth of Mason- 
ry.'’ (Let Masonry be true and every 
other religion a lie). Mow if the relig- 
ion of Masonry be ‘'pure theism," then 
it has a religion, and tbe system must 
he a religious system. 

On tbe subject of prayer (Mackey’s 
Manual of the Lodge, page 40) we 
read: "As Masons we are taught never 
to commence any great or important 
undertaking without first asking the 
protection and blessing of Deity, and 
ibis because Masonry is a religious in- 
stitution.” Here , then, our proposition 
affirmed in terms, snd argument it 
>t only unnecessary but impossible. 
It is true that on page 168 of the 
same work it is said, ‘'Masonry is not 
religion." This looks somewhat like 
the trick of the conjurer — "now you 
v you don’t see it.” 
Having told us again and again in dif- 
ferent forms that Masonry is a religious 
loeiety or institution, it will not avail 
io say at the last, "Masonry is not 
religion." That it is not true religion 
we know, and as this is the only possi- 
}le sense in which this declaration can 
oe tsken to make it consistent with 
what has gone before, we accept it

17), the " sons of light,” (Lexicon. page 
270). Beyond the '‘Bacred” precincts 
of the lodge is the ' 'profane world," 
the "cowans," (fcuon, dogs, Manual, 
page 101), though embracing the larger 
part of tbe Christian church, snd ell 
the women and children besides.

The following illustrations of wisdom 
and bravery of secret Knight-errantry 
will be appreciated by the readers of 
tbe Reformer. 

During the process of conferring the 
third degree of the Knights of Pythias 
the oandidato is broughtbefore the chan 
eellor, the blindfold taken off. nnd he 
is shown a two Inch plank, about a foot 
square, in which are several sharp iron 
•pikes, four inches long. After exam- 
ining the article ho is led nway, but 
presently ref illed on the pretense that 
something has been forgotten. While 
his back is turned an india-rubber im- 
itation ol tho spikes is quickly substitut- 
ed for the real article. The candidate 
takes off his shoes, acoordi ng to i natruc- 
tions, nnd ia gravoly ordered to jump 


from a chair on the spikes. This ho 
refuses to do knowing that it might 
prove a fatal jump to him, as the sharp 
irn will easily penetrate tbe soles of 
bis feet. The chancellor then gi 
command, ‘'Executioners, do your 
duty!" Four mou dressed in black 
gowus snd black masks, immediately 
siezo tbe candidate by tho arms and 
logs and forcibly seat him on ihe india- 
rubber substitute. Occasionally a candi- 
date jumps as directed, (he has proba 
bly been posted up by a friend). Tho 
members immediately cry out, "Brave 
Knight 1" Sometimes a candidate of a 
compromising turn of mind, jumps over 
the dreaded spikes, but he is promptly 
led back to the starting point, compell- 
ed to do the foir thing, or else ia forci- 
bly seated according to the ritual. 
The lesson taught by this is that the 
candidate should implicitly obey the 
commands of the order notictthetand- 
ing apparent danger, having the as- 
aursnee, however, that no evil will be- 
fell him, 

An instance is related of a loss of life 
occurring a few years ago in Philadel- 
phia, in consequence of tbe omission to 
substitute the immitalion spikes for 
the real ones; the esndidate obeyed 
the order, jumped on the sharp iron, 
and died from the effects in the lodge 
room, "So are tho sous of men snar- 
ed in on evil time." 

The permanent password of the so- 
ciety is “Caution," This must not be 
written, stamped, stained, etc. The 
ceremonies are nearly over; the candi- 
date has sworn that he will not write 
or reveal the password. He is led to a 
tahle; handed a list of words, one of 
which ia "caution,” and carelessly re- 
quested to copy them. The candidate 
takes his seat at the table, commences 
copying, but when about to write cau- 
tion the table with a loud report flies to 
pieces, and the password in conspicu- 
ous letters confronts the startled and as- 
tonished ‘'Knight," who was on the 
point of perjuring himself by writing 
the simple word ‘‘caution. ” 

What a decided taste secret orders 
have for mock-burials, murders and 
skeletons! The candidate in third de- 
gree of Masonry is murdered, buried 
and resurrected alive. Odd fellows, 
Grand Army ofthc Republic, Kuightsof 
Pythias, and at least one branch of the 
Ku-Klux make use of a human skele- 
ton in conferring their degrees. When 
taking the third degree in the Knigbta 
of Pythias, tbe candidate is caused to 
kneel, the bandage is taken off his eyes, 
he finds himself beside a coffin, in which 
which is a skeleton; across the coffin 
are two swords; on the swords rests a 
Bible; the candidate puts one hand 
oil the Bible, and the other on hia 
breast. He occupies thisposition while 
the patriarch (who also is chnph 
repeats the charge or obligation of ths 
degree. Meanwhile the members pres- 
ent, manked and kneeling, surround 
the coffin, the gas is turned down, and 
the peculiar flame derived from alcohol 
mixed with Balt, throws a lurid light 
upon the seen*. 

The climax of the wickedness of 
*uch proceedings is invoking tho bless- 
ings of the Almighty on the follies 
above referred to. "If therefore the 
light tbat is in thee be darkness, how 
great is that darkness!"

Brcnklng Jicw Gronud— Rev. S. Smith 
at Churles City and Osngo. 

Northern Iowa is, as are doubtless 
nil sections of our Innd, largely under 
the control of Masonry. 

Rev. S, Smith has been doing some- 
thing in the way ol lecturing all about 
the country to stir up the people on 
this auhject. Until lately however, he 
hud heen unable to get aocess to two 
of tho most important villages of this 
section, viz: Osage and Charles City. 
He has just given three very good lec- 
tures in each place. The former vil- 
lage lias been, almost from the first 
settlement of the country hercehoula, 
a stronghold of this dark oirih-boun'd 
fraternity. When I was stationed there 
six years ago as pastor, supplying the 
M. E. pulpit, it was the hosst that 
since the orgauizalion of the chureh 
there huff heen hut one preacher in 
oharge who hed left ths place without 
heing initiated, if he was not a Mason 
when he cams. During that year a 
package ofthe "American Freemason," 
a monthly magaziuo, was sent to the 
secretary of tbe lodge, who was also u 
lending official member of tho church, 
for the purpose of obtaining sub- 
scribers, which holdly placed tho 
authority of Moich and Jesus Christ us 
religious teachers, on a level with Zor- 
oaster of Pereiu.

It 
gave the following in substance, and 
nearly in the same words, no the creed 
of Masonry : It teaehes that Ood k the 
Groat Architect of the Universe, in 
whose omnipotence, omnipresence, 
wisdom, goodness and truth, every 
Freemason must have faith; in the final 
triumph of good over evil he must hope: 
and for tbe faults, follies, and errors of 
his hrolher man he must evsr entertain 
the heaven-horn virtue of charity. 
Were this creed universal , and ita gen- 
tle teachings everywhere obeyed, this 
world would bo a parndiap Slid M.iron- 
ry without a mission. Thus hy an art- 
ful divorce of these three cardinal 
Christian graces mentioned hy St. Paul 
from Christ, their source nnd center, 
a most consummate speoieaof io fidelity 
was heing introduced into the commu- 
nity to poison the unauspecting minds 
even of professed Christian families.

All charters and dispensations 
directly from the National Orange. 

Nine men and four women having re- 
ceived the four subordinate degrees, may 
receive a dispensation toorganize a sub- 
ordinate Oraqge, 

Applicatione for dispensations shall be 
made to the Secretary of the National 
Grange and be signed by the persons 
applying for the same, aad be aci 
paaied by a fee of fifteen dollars. 

Religious or political questions 
not be tolerated as subjects of discus- 
sion in tha work of the order, and 
political or religious test for membership 
shsll be applied. 

The foregoing bears the ear-marks 
of Masonry in almost every line, — 
"mutual instruction and protection,” — 
"expand the mind by tracing the beau- 
tiful laws the Orest Creator has estab- 
lished in tbe universe”— nothing of his 
laws in His Word, — must be ‘‘propos- 
ed — elected — comply with rules and reg- 
ulations of the order," — has ita ’de- 
grees,’ ‘charters,’ ‘ dispensations ,’ 
a definite number having taken a defi- 
nite number of degrees to get a dispen- 
sation, — defioile fee for a charter oi 
dispensation — source of money-making , 
— and finally "religion aad politics art 
excluded subjects in the workings of 
the order. No person conversant with 
the subject esn donbt of the Masonio 
lineage of this youag sprout ol secre- 
cy. 

With smiles, and fair and fuliom 
speech — li ke one of whom we read in 
the Bible, whose ways are naughty —

He bad 
emphatically set himself up as a watch- 
man In Zion, and a faithful recorder of 
whatever might materially effeot the 
cause of religion and interests of the 
churches. The religious publio was 
paying him thousands of dollars annu- 
ally for information, Christians and 
churches had the r'gbt to expect, and 
fidelity to tho gospel demanded a full 
exhibition of all those facte and princi- 
ples which tended either facililnte or 
obstruct the march of divine truth aud 
the edvancement of tba Redeemer’s 
kingdom. Sustaining such a relation to 
the churches and community at Urge, 
it was difficult to see how he oould be 
honest and faithful to his trust without 
stating facts and exposing the abomina- 
tions of Freemaionry, especially so far 
as they hsd a hearing upon religious 
privileges and rights in connection 
with tha purity and influence of the 
gnspcl, The blasphemous rites and 
obligations of that institution hsd he- 
gun to be developed. Tbe cry of 
murder had been heard within its 
portals. It began to be discovered, 
thst the principlss of the order, con- 
nected by profsne snd bloody oetha, 
were the bones aad sinews of the great 
anti-Christian hsast of tbe last days. 

Under such circumstaocea, it wns not 
strange that the ory of the Christian 
public was loud and long for informa- 
tion Ths church ns well as civil 
community was agitated to her center.

ready to give him the moBt ample aud 
faithful testimony coocerningthe abom- 
inations of aa institution in all reipcote 
hostile to the ohnrcb, and more foul, 
extensive and powerful than probably 
any other which ever existed oa earth. 
But, under such circumstances, and un- 
der such an imperious call to duly, 
whntdidMr, Willis do! Did be blow 
the trumpet in Zion and sound the 
alarm! Not in the least. Did he pro- 
fess to maintain neutrality, and to have 
nothing to do with the controversy 
either side! Yes. Did he observe 
that neutrality which he professed to 
maintain! No, When a full nnd sei 
ou« renunciation of Freemasonry wi 
offered him for publication from nn en 
inentlv pure Christian and patriot [Oei

THE BEECIIEIt CASE. 


'•The Clmrch of the Pilgrims" and 
"Clinton Avenue Church” (Congrega- 
tional) of Brooklyn, have appointed 
committees to confer with the Ply- 
mouth Church (H. W, Beecher’s) on 
their suppressing all investigations of 
the scandals charged on their pastor. 

Tbs obarges of slander were made by 
W. F. Wcet against Theodore Tilton 
who had stated that Beecher was guilty 
of adultery with his (Tilton’s) wife and 
other women. When this ease came 
up Mr. Beecher succeeded in euppress- 
ing investigation, and carryiog a vote 
to drop Tilton's name from the church 
roll. His idea of a 'Congregational’ 
church ie thus given iu bis spceoh re- 
ported in the New York Tribune; 

"In consequence of and through my 
influence, we adopted apoliey the very 
reverse of sticking for rules; for when 
ever s case came up where it was al- 
leged that persons had gone wrong, 
and it was looked into, snd the case 
turned out to he a case that would turn 
tbe churcb from its great gospel work, 
the Examining Committee have gone 
again end again to tbe ueraon accused 
and advised him to quietly withdraw 
from the church, from an investigation 
that would be painful to him in any 
event. This is the best method in 
which to couduct a Congregational 
Church Irke this.”

Investing Money ror Jesus. 

That it is allowable and right for tho 
people of Ood to lay up treasures sod 
accumulate the goods of this world 
seems dear, and admits of no doubt 
from the teaching of the Scriptures. 
But that the people of Ood have a gos- 
pel right and privilege, either by pre- 
cept or example, to apply the same 
accumulated goods in any way, or to 
any purpose that their feocy or wishes 
may dictate to them, we greatly douht. 
This is far from being the way that Je- 
sus points out to us, as we are by him 
represented only aa stewards over the 
goode, while the Lord ia the rightful 
proprietor. So that if wewieh 
our Master acceptably we mui 
sarily consult hie divine will, as to how 
we shall dispose of them. 

And as money aeema to be included 
as a pert of the goods ovar which w< 
have the stewardship, I think the cap- 
tion of this article a pertinent one. It 
ia well known that maoy of our breth- 
ren have grown wealthy, and no doubt, 
legitimately so, in an honorable, up- 
right, straight forward business, and as 
long as we aee them making a faithful 
disposition of their accumulated goode, 
we have oo cause to ceneure, but rather 
feel to justify them. But when wa aee 
them follow the example of a money- 
loving, raooey-craving, monopolizing 
world by investing the Lord's goods in 
rail roed bonds, or piece them in the 
care of some wenlthy bank, 
yet, to sea them go into the banking 
business themselves, .then our justifi- 
cation ceases and a disposition to re- 
prove euch n course takee lie place. 

I think we ought to consider it one 
of Ood'a scourges if some of our breth- 
ren have met a temporal lose in the 
late financial panic, on account of non- 
producing stock, gamblers and reckless 
speculators. Perhaps a few mora euch 
shocks will give us more oonfidence in 
the Lord's securities, and a lit- 
tle less- confidence in the wild- 
est securities that hava character 
ized the late money panic. The 
Lord tells us thnt "He that giveth to 
the poor lendeth to the Lord.” And 
when our confidence in that promise is 
lost, we then lend to the rich, thinking 
our money is more secure. So when 
the bottom falls out of these earthly 
securities, let us try the Lord's banks 
and see whether we will be disappoint- 
ed. . . Again, how many of 

our dear brethren and sisters are 
toiling day after day without the means 
nccesseiy to get a fair start in life, that 
have neither teems, houses, nor land, 
and yet have familieeto aupportl How 
easy to raise ths burden off such by 
lending a few hundred dollars for a few 
years on low interest or no interest at 
all 1 My mind just now runs to the 
honevolent sets of a good old brother 
who is now across the Jordan of deelh, 
that had accumulated much worldly 
goods and lived in northorn Illinois. I 
know of another old brother who was 
in very needy circumstances, and per- 
haps would always have remained so 
had it not been for the kindness of the 
rich hrother. The rich brother let tho 


poor hrother have n farm and stock to 
raise on the most liberal terms, and tbe 
result was the poor brother eoon accu- 
mulated enough to go west where he 
was shle to buy him a comfortable little 
home, end though the rich hrother is 
dead, ho yet liveth. Such a hrother 
cannot be forgotten. The old hrother 
that was thus favored and who is still 
living, often repeats the note of kiudness 
from the rich brother, and eveu 
children of tho poor hrother rise up to 
day snd coll him hlessed; snd without 
douht the ohildreo'a children will yet 
learn the name and the kindness of thi 
rich man — Weekly Pilgrim.

“In Persia astrology is recognized 
ns a science, (almost as much as in the 
days of the Magi. While the poorer 
clesses cennot afford to consult the 
trologers in their affairs, tbe wealthy 
and ruling ilasses, up to the Shall him- 
self, pay tbe highest deference to the 
calculations of the profession. If e 
journey is to he undertaken, or a mar- 
riage celebrated, or a rohe of honor to 
he put on in public, the astrologer ie 
summoned to ascertain the propitious 
hour. Implicit obedience is accorded 
to bis utterances. Should the day 
fixed for a journey prove inconvenient- 
ly early, still exact compliance is given 
to tbe requirements of the heavenly 
bodies, At the appointed hour the 
traveler leaves hie bouse, and goes to 
door neighbor’s, or to a garden 
beyond tbe city walls. He may there 
ipend days or weeks iu completing his 
preparations composedly. In no case, 
however, may he revisit bie own house; 
rapposed to be absent on hie 

'•The entrance to the city, too, on 
returning, must he at the propitious 
hour revealed by the astrologer. Rather 
then anticipate it, tbe party, he it king 
or prince or eubject, halts a few miles 
distant, aud whiles awny superfluous 
le in the Persian's favorite employ-' 
nt of smoking or tea-drinking.

Bulavin. On arriving there Miller was seized hy two meu 
uud conducted to n room in the third story of a stone build- 
ing, ordinarily used ns u Masonic lodge room. Ip this room 
he was guarded by five men, who said they were acting us 
assistants to French, and uader his orders. While thus 
secluded and guarded, his counsel with 4 or 6 of bis friends ar- 
rived, undthe former after somo short detention wns permitted 
hy French to see him. Tho constable was thou asked for a 
sight, or description of the warrant by virtuo of which he 
held Miller in custody, but be steadily refused to exhibit or 
describe it ; hut still left no douht on tbe mind of Miller or bis 
counsel, that tlio warrant was in a criminal proceeding, 
and at length avowed that it had been issued by a magis- 
trate at Le Roy. It should hero he stated that about 8 days 
before tho suceessivo arrests of Morgan and Miller, Daniel 
Johns, whose sudden appearance at Batavia has heen men- 
tioned, suddenly disappeared from that place. A short time 
after Miller's introduction to the lodge room at Stafford, this 
sumo Daniel Johns entered tho room, holding in his hand a 
drawn eword, and walked with large aod quick steps across 
the room, and, as Miller describee it, seemed anxious to 
inspire terror into the captive. Miller however ventured to re- 
monstrate with him.liavinglearncdinsijmo way which liccaii- 
uot recollect, that Johns was his prosecutor. Johns howover 
answered in a voice that faltered a little, ' ' Miller, I am only 
doing what 1 have been ordered to do.” During his deten- 
tion iu the roam, one of the guards told him in language 
loud caough to be heard hy all in the room, that he was not 
to he tried at Lc Roy, nor to stop thero, nor to be 
tried by an ordinary trihunal. hut was going where Mor- 
gan was. Miller asked, "What tribunal t" He replied, "You will 
ace." The others made no remarks in denial orexplanatioa, 
hut he heard one man say to another, "Millor is nothing but 
au entered apprentice." To detail all the eyasivo falsehoods 
and idle assertions, hy which French and his coadjutors en- 
deavored to excuse themselves from proceeding with Miller to 
the justice’s office at Le Roy, would boa useless waste of our 
own time nod the patience of the reader. 4',| 

It was manifest that the conspirators wished to consume

the time until night should favor the completion of their 
projects, and that to proceed to Le Roy was no part of thair 
plan, if it could be avoided. But in the course of the after- 
teruoon, French, seemingly hy inadvertence, admitted tha 
the process he had againstMiller was in facta process in a civil 
suit; and from that time his resolution seemed somewhat 
shaken. Ahout dusk the wholecrowd proceeded, with much 
noise and tumult, to Lc Roy, 4 miles, and after many efforts 
on the part of French to prevent him from 60 doing, Miller 
got himself placed hefore the justice-, who had issued the 
warrant. French then gave directions to two of his assist- 
ants, and disappeared. Miller staid in the offico ahout half 
an hour, during which time the justice called for the conBta- 
hie and warrant, hut neither constable, warrant, or plaintiff 
appeared, and the justice informed Mr. Miller that he was 
at Jiherty to go where he pleased. This was about nine 
o'clock in the evenings It appeared from the docket of tho 
magistrate that a warrant had been issued against Miller, 
and oae John Davids, on the oath and at the request of Dan- 
iel Johns; John Davids bud heen also arrested by tbe direc- 
tions of French, hut the sheriff of the county informed 
them that he was in his custody on the jail limits, upon 
which ho was discharged from tho arrest. Miller having 
thus ohtained permission to return, was making the hest of 
his way to a puhlic house, when French and Johns suddenly 

X red again. The former endeavored to seize Miller hy the 
and colled loudly for help to retake tbe prisoner — 
Johns asked if there was no person there who would help to 
secure that man. Butnlthough attempts were mnde to regain 
possession of Miller, he succeeded in reaching a puhlic hous* 
aad after another ineffectual attempt by French and his 
associates to prevent bim, be returned lute at night to Batavia, 
and relieved bis family from terror and alarm. That this 
lawleas assemblage of men took place for the purpose of se- 
curing the arrest of Miller, by virtue of a process never in- 
tended to he acted upon, we shall take no trouble to show to 
tbe public. We have conclusive proof from the express dec- 
larations of those who led the troop, and from various other 
sources, that one of tlie ehjects they bad in view was to putt 
down the office of Mille,, if that should he necessary for tha

It 
is a fit time for us to acknowledge that 
God’s is the only husiness wbioh must 
go forward, and that, in feet, his husi- 
ness is ours — the one shove all others, 
to which our capital is pledged. Our 
responsibility ie increased — not dimin- 
ished — by the pressure. Much that 
would in L easier times he donated 
by worldly men will now be withheld, 
and the hurdon, (do we call it a bur- 
den!) muat bs sustained by Christiana 
or not at all.

And yet, how does tbe Giver of 
blessings signalize the meek! They are 
among his specially bleesed — "they 
■hall inherit the earth,”

had suffered from Eome persons high in 
worldly position, and was considering 
bow he could beet show his resentment. 

"Would it be manly to resent it!” 

"Yes, but Godlike to forgive it,” The 
idea bad an instantly soothing effect, 
and he left that interview thinking no 
longer of revenge. 

It it related of Anthony Blano, one 
of tbe e&rlieat converts made hy Felix 
Neff, that when he was struck 'on the 
bead by an opponent of tbe truth, he 
said, "May God forgive and bless you 1” 
The other exclaimed in a fury that he 
wonld kill him. Some days afterward 
Anthony met this man in a narrow Al- 
pine road, and fully expected to he 
■truck again, hnt, to hia amazement, 
a hand was outstretched with the 
heartfelt worde, "Mr. Blanc, can you 
forgive ma!” The soft answer to hie 
blow bad softened his heart, * ’hreaking 
tbe bone.”

Hale had refused to lend himself to 
some arbitrary action, and^hia only 
twer to the Protector’s words r 
‘•Please your Highness, it is very true.”

De Quincy apolo- 
gized, said he was unwell, hut would do 
what he could to avoid falling asleep 
for tbe future. Nature would 
coerced, however, and he wi 
slumbering again ; when he felt the arm 
of his surly neighhor passed around him 
to prevent his felling, aud in all the 
etages of his journey, thereafter he eot- 
ed with tbe tenderness of a woman to- 
ward the invalid. 

Much practical philosophy lies in the 
seying of one little hoy to another, 
'Don’t speak so cross ; there’s no use in 
t." Truly no uee for anything bene- 
ficial or pleasant, hut much use for the 
inflaming of discord and establishment 
of malice, Especially in domestio life 
is the aherp answer one of Saten'i 
choice engines for the creation ot al 
uncbaritahleness.

In a word, while many matrons who 
bad milder husbands would, in familiar 
talk, blame their husbands’ lives, she 
would bleme those wivea’tongues. And 
they, knowing what a cholerio husband 
she endured, marveled that it could 
never he^perceived that Petricius had 
heaten her, if there had heen any do-

Leggett, a student at tlie Coruell Uni- 
versity, has undoubtedly occasioned n 
great deal of thought in every college 
in the country upon secret societies. 
Prof. Wilder, of Cornell, has written a 
very cnreful snd serious letter, in which 
he strongly opposes them, plainly atat- 
ing their great disadvantages, nud cit- 
ing the order of Jesuits as the most 
powerful and thoroughly organized oi 
all secret associations , and therefore the 
one in which their character snd tenden- 
cy may heet he observed. Tlie debate re- 
calls the history of the Auti-maaonic 
excitement in this country, which is, 
however, seldom mentioned in recent 
years, so that the fact# insy not be fa- 
miliar to the reader. 

In the year 182(1, William Morgan, 
hvmg in Batavia, in the western psrt 
of New York, near Buffalo, waa sup- 
posed to tntend (he publication of a 
book which would reveal ihe secrets ol 
Masonry, The Masons in the vicinity 
were angry, and resolved to prevent 
the publication, and made several forci- 
ble hut ineffective attempts for that 
purpose. On the 11th of September, 
1828, a party of persona from Canan- 
daigua came to Batavia and procured 
the arrest ol Morgan upon a criminal 
charge, and he waa carried to Canan- 
daigua for examination. He waa ac- 
quitted, but was immediately arrested 
on a civil process, upon which an exe- 
cution was issued, and he was impris- 
oned in a jail iu Canaodaigua. The 
next evening he was discharged at the 
instance of those who had caused his 
is taken from the jail af- 


sry, 1827, some of those who had 
been arrested were tried, snd it was 
hoped that the evidence nt their trials 
would clear the myatery. But they 
pleaded guilty, and this hope was baf- 
fled. Meanwhile a body of delegntes 
from the various committees met at 
Lewiston to ascertain the fate of Mor- 
gan, and they discovered that in or 
hich be had 
been confined bs had been put to death. 
His hook, with its revelations, had been 
io*o l ir published, and what was not told was 
i thou! d°!ar. r U i 01 ‘••ourse declared to be mfluitely worse 
it»cri|,t(on> (or than the actual disclosures. The ex- 
iTso^onsi-^or- ciiement now became political. It waa 
alleged that Masonry held itself supe- 
rior to the laws, and that Masons were 
more loyal to their Masonic oaths than 
to their duty ss citizens. Masonry, 
therefore, waa held to be a fatal foe to 
the government nnd to the country, 
which muit be destroyed; and in sev- 
eral town meetings in Genesee and 
Monroe counties, in Ihe spring of 1827, 
Masons, as such, were excluded from 
office. At the next general election 
the Anli-mseoue nominated a separate 
ticket, and they carried the counties of 
Genesee, Monroe, Livingston, Orleans 
and Niagara against hoth the greatpar- 
ties. A state organization followed, 
nnd the election of 1830 the Anti-ma- 
sonic candidate, Francis Granger, wns 
adopted hy’the National Republicans, 
and received one hundred and twenty 
thousand votes, against one hundred 
nnd twenty eight- thousand for Mr. 
Throop. From a state organization 
the Auli-misons became n notional 
party, aud in 1832 nominsted Wm. 
Wirt for the presidency. The Anti- 
masonic electoral ticket was adopted 
hy the Nalionil Republicans, and the 
union became the Whig party, which 
in 1838 elected Mr. Seward governor of 
New York, and in 1840 Gen. Harrison 
President of the United States. 


The spring of this triumphant politi- 
cal movement was hostility to a secret 
society. Many of the most distinguish- 
ed political oames of Western New 
York, including Millard Fillmore, Wm. 
H. Seward, Thuriow Weed, Francis 
Granger, James WaJaworth, George 
W. Patterson, were associated with it, 
And as the larger portion of the Whig 
parly was merged in the Republican, 
the dominant party of to-day has a 
certain lineal descent from the feelings 
aronsed hy the ahduction of Morgan 
from the jail at Canandaigua. And as 
his disappearance and the odium

stantly seized him, gagged and hound 
him, an 1 throwing him into a oarriage, 
hurried off to Rochester. By relays 
of horses aud hy different hands he 
was borne along, until he was lodged 
in the magazioe of Fort Niagara, at 
the mouth of the Niagara river. 

The circumstances oi his arrest, and 
those that had preceded it, bad aroused 
and inflamed the minds of ihe people 
in Batavia and the neighborhood. A 
committee was appointed at a public 
meeting to ascertain the facte, and 
bring to justice any criminals that 
might be found. They could discover 
only that Morgan had been seized upon 
his discharge in Canandaigua and hur- 
ried ofl toward Rochester; but, beyond 
that, nothing. The excitement deep- .jealousy — to stigmatize the institution, 


that it lay for a long time moribund, 
and although revived in later years, 
cannot hope to regain ita old import- 
ance, so the death of young Leggett is 
likelr to wouod fatally the ejstem of 
college secret societies. 

The young man waa undergoing ini- 
tiation into a aecret society. He was 
htiodlolded, and two companions were 
leading him along the edge of a cliff 
over a deep raviae, when the earth 
gave way or they slipped and fell from 
the precipice, nnd Legget waa so in- 
jured that he died in two hours. There 
was waa no allegation or suspicion of 
blame. There was, indeed, an attempt 
of some enemies of the Cornell Uni- 
Jversily — a hostility due either to sup- 
ied conflict of interests 


ened and spread. A great crime had 
apparently hecn committed, and it wqb 
hidden In ahsolule secrecy.

He would not allow his grief to keep 
him silent, wlien a word could avert 
injustice, and his modest magnanimity 
non for his sorrow the tender sympa- 
thy of all who read hie letter.

entering class. 

Each society, of course gets ' 'the 
hest fellows." Every tou ter informs the 
callow Freshman that nil men of char- 
acter and talent hasten to join his soci- 
ety, and impresses the fresh imagina- 
tion with the names of the famous hon- 
orary members. The Freshman, if he 
ncute, nnd he is more so every year, 
naturally wonders how the youth, who 
undeniably commonplace in the 
daily intercourse of college, should be- 
come such lofty beings in the hall of 
a secret society; or, more probably, be 
thinks of nothing hut the sport or the 
mysterinus incentive to a studious and 
higher life whicir themocie^^isjo fur- 
nish. He feels the passionate curiosity 
of the neophyte. He is amiUen with 
the zeal Of the hermetical philosophy. 
He would learn more than Rosicrucian 
That ia a vision soon dispelled. 
But the earnest curiosity changes into 
esprit da corps, and the mischief ia 
that the secrecy nnd the society feel- 
ing are likely to take procedenee of the 
renlly desirable motives in college. 
There is a hundredfold greater zeal to 
obtain memhere than there is generous 
rivalry among the societies to csrry oft 1 
the true college honors. And if the 
purpose he, admirable, why, as Pro*' 
feasor Wilder nsks, the secrecy f What 
more can the secret Bociety do for the 
nteliectual or socml training of the 
student than the open society? Has 
any secret society in an American col- 
lege done, or'ozn it do, more for the 
intelligent young mau than the Union 
Debating Society at the English Cam- 
bridge University, or the similar club 
at Oxford I There M icauley. Gladstone, , 
tho Austins, Charles Buffer, Taoke, 
Ellis, and the long illustrious list of 
noted and able Englishmen were 
trained, a d in the only way that man- 
ly minds can be trained, hy open, free, I 
generous rivalry and collision. The 
member of a secret society in college 
:ally confined, socially and intellect 
uaily, to its membership, for it is found 
that the secret gradually supplant the 
open societies. But taat membership 
depends upon luck, not upon merit, 
bile it has the capital disadvaotngo of 
erecting lalse standards of measurment

There is. indeed, an agreeable senti- 
eot in the veiled friendship of the 
secret society which every social na- 
understands. But as students are 
hecoming more truly “men" as 
they enter college, because ct the 
higher standard of requirement, it t 
probable that the glory of the secre 
society is already waning, and that the 
allegiance of the older universities to 
the open arenas of frauk snd manly 
intellectual contests, involving no ex- 
pense, no disspiation, and no perilous 
temptation is returuiog. At least 
there will now bs an urgent question 
among many of the hi st men tn col- 
lege whether it ought not to return. 

— Some of our breiliren who are eo 
well convinced about the virtues of the 
“minor secret societies," may obtain 
some crnmhs of consolation from the 
consistency of members of IheBe fra- 
ternities. Governor elect of Wiscon- 
sin, Taylor, is a Good Templar, yet he 
was elected by the whisky interest. 
We have seen with our own eyes an 
increase of liquor snloons in a town 
soon after the organization of a lodge 
of Good Templars there. An eastern 
preacher took occasion to euy i 
mon that he preferred moral 
to prohihilion, when lie was 
deserted by his choir composed of 
Good Templars.

Yet as Psul 
once suffered himself to become a fool 
in glorifying, we take it as a thing pos- 
aihly allowable under the compulsion 
of such towering vanity es these Odd- 
fellows exhihit. For once then wo de- 
scend to a few comparisons of fuels 
and figures. 

Conveniently, for this, the same 
number of the Reart and Rand which 
challengee comparison contains the offi- 
cial statistics of the L G. of G. F. for 
tho year 1872, This shows an income 
of 84, 221, 071, 12, the whole tsx imposed 
end collected, either for initiations 
on polls or proparty of the order, 
whoae total membership at the begin- 
ning of the present year was 458,812. 
The average of the tax for income 
therefore per member was $8.35 aud 
2 1-2 mills, to say nothing of time, re- 1 
galia, festivals, and other personal 
expenses, which would amount to 
three times as much aa the whole rey-l 
enue tax. The whole cost of Odd. 
fellowship to the membership fur the 
year at a moderate estimate, therefore, 
may he put at $17,164,284.48. It ie 
not to he wondered at therefore that 
25,773 members suffered themselves 
to be suspended mostly for noD-pay- 
ment of dues during the yeer. And 
it is simply ahsurd to maintain as tha 
Gdd-fellowa do, that such a burden 
cen he borne and is borne by the mem- 
bers outside of all governmental 
and expenses of living, and jet the 
members pay just as much to support 
churches, schools, and general chari- 
ties aa if they paid nothing to the lodge. 
Forty dollars a year ontiide of all 
ccssary expenses is a drain which with 
men of moderate means will tell 
thoir ahility to meet tha legitimate 
claims of he nevolence; will surely 
suit in much rohhing of God in tythss 
and divinely appointed offerings, that 
they may meet man-imposed exactions.

Mora than 
half which Odd-fellowship cost these 
brothers for that year wss returned to 
them. The halance of the hrothers 
received nothing hack. 

Since the payment of thie amount 
is charged to the account of charity, 
these brothers of course must he reck- 
oned as fit subjects of charity. Ie it 
not a little singular that e class of men 
irefully selected from tha healthy, 
temperato snd well-to-do portion of so- 
c'mty, and whose members are dropped 
they hecome too poor to 
pay their regular dues; that, neverthe- 
less almost one i n every nine of them 
who retain their good standing ara 
paupers! I fancy I hear some Odd- 
fellow exolaim, indignantly, "Thy are 
not paupers.” Why, then, do you 
pay these paltry eums aod call it char- 
ity! If they are not paupers they are 
not fit snbjecta of charity; and if not 
fit subjects of charity the payment of 
this so-called relief is not a work of 
charity. It is a simple business trans- 
action, the mere payment of a debt, 
and to gloat and boast over this as a 
work of benevolence is a deception and 
en hypocrisy. That some of the Odd- 
fellows see and feel this is evident 
from a communication in the same num- 
ber of the Reart and Rand from S. 
R. Shepherd one nf the Psat Grands 
of the order. He says, “brothers 
ought to receive this relief” frequently 
donate it hack to the lodge. Why! 
“Because other brothers do so" who 
aie rich, and these do not wish to he 
considered as paupers more than they. 
Thus it aeome the money is not actu- 
ally used at all, and yet it is all re- 
ported as so much charity— n douhle 
deception. Thie writer declares that 
often rich members draw and use their 
benefits and poor ones decline thorn, 
and he asks that there he a change it 
this matter, thnt this payment of re- 
lief shall he put upon the simple basis 
of health insurance aud called by 
right name. Then let those who w 
such insurance pay tlie premium and 
draw the policy when it hecomes due; 
and let them who prefer to pay their 
own doctor’s bills snd funeral expenses 
he exempted from the lodge dues 
which furnish the funds for such ben- 
efits. This would have a much more 
manly and honest look. But 
ance policy which coats three or four 
times its face, where are the fools 

In all reason, therefore, this item 
over a million dollars in relief 
brothers must bs struck from the char- 
itable list or reduced at least ninety 
percent. Call it $100,000. 

What more! 0,432 widowed fami- 
lies were relieved hy payment of $171,- 
800.08. In strict justice this amount 
should be subjected to a similar reduc- 
tion with the relief paid to brothers. 
It was bought and paid for by the hus- 
hend in advaoce. It was not needed 
in a majority of the cases. Only a 
small portion therefore can be properly 
o barged to charity.

Thue we see that in the hestowment 
of this vast so-called benevolent fund, 
two parts in three are appropriated for 
hoarding and stealings; and of the 
halance the nearer tho work approach- 
es to the charitable, the less the appro- 
priaU'ons,and the farther it recedes from 
this the greater the appropriation. It 
is no more than strict truth nnd justice 
to ssy that these statistics prove tbat 
not more than ooe dollar in twenty of 
the last year’s income of the order was 
hestowed upon a reslly fit subject of 
charity, using that word in the sense 
nf relief or alms-giving, and tbat moiety 
was hestowed not upon the principle of 
benevolance but of insurance. 

We are willing that the Gdd-fellow 
should enjoy all the comfort which can 
be derived from the consideration that 
of the forty dollars he spends annually 
upon Gdd-fellowship, perhaps fifty 
cents reaches some member or relative 
of the ersft who ie a proper ohject of 
suoh an alms. But we are not willing 
that he should be made to believe that 
the hestowment of this crumb of an 
alms is the main or real object of Gdd- 
fellowship. Much less, that this much- 
vaunted but really contemptible alms- 
giving entitles the order to hear the 
palm in sll Christendom snd justifies 
it* insolent comparisooe nod repr»*ch- 
es of Cbristiaos nod Christiao churches 
in refereoce to their charities.

I will now relate a circumstanoe that 
happened in Knoxville Lodge, No. C 
about ten yeaT* ago.

Kersey and T. J. Hale 
were rival candidates lor the office of 
worehipful master. Just before the 
vote was taken. Hale made a proposi- 
tion to Kersey to vote for him on con- 
dition that he (Kersey) should vote for 
him (Hale). Kersey agreed to 
and pledged his word and honor 
Mason that he would without fail vote 
forT. J. Hale (his opponent ) for the 
offico of worshipful master. When the 
votes were counted there were found, 
to he thirty-one (or thereabouts) votee 
for Benj. Kersey and thirty votes for 
T. J. Hale. Benj, Kersey was there- 
fore declared duly elected to tha office 
of worshipful master. The subordinate 
officers were then elected, whenlthe 
whole of the Hale ticket, with the ex 
esption ol Hale himself, were found to 
bava heen eleetedjby a majority of one 
vote. This caused some of the mem- 
bers to make inquiries nnd although 
the retiring worshipful and Kersey 
were very anxious to have the 
fleers installed immediately, the sub- 
ordinate officers were not ready; they 
wanted lime to make preparations. 
Some of them wanted the installation 
to he in publia. It was getting late 
there seemed to he no necessity for 
hurrying and finally it was decided to 
adjourn. Some of Hale's friends met 
him at his office(U. S. Collector), to 
talk over the matter and see if there 
was not eoma wey to trap Benj. Kersey, 
who, all believed, voted for himself. It 
wae at last decided that the beet way 
would be to obtain a written statement 
from each one who voted for Hale. 
Thirty such statement* were procured 
showing conclusively that if Kersey to- 
ted for Hale than Hale waa elected hy 
e clean majority. Kersey found him- 
self in for it, and he stnek to it, of course, 
that ho did vote for Hale. The matter 
was investigated hy the Grand Master, 
who declared T. J- Hale duly elected 
W. M. of Knoxville Lodge, No. 66.

The officers of the various lodges 
consist of end rank as follows: Msster 
Workman, Workman, Helper, Laborer, 
Secretary, Treasurer, Lodge Keeper, 
Watchman, Stewardess, Workwoman. 

All officers shall he chosen hy vote. 
There shall he au Executive Council 
composed of tho master, secretary and 
trcesuier of the National lodge; and 
they shell act with full power to ap- 
point members of the order oe depu- 
te organize lodges, and shall re- 
move them at tlioir discretion. 

Local lodges shell meet at least once 
in each month, Slate lodges shall 
at least once in each year.

All laws, rituals, ete, , or changee of 


the same, shall he made hy the National 

Any person of the age of eighteen 
years (males) or fifteen years, (females) 
is elegible and entitled to membership 
after due examination. Every applica- 
tion must he acoompanied hy the fee of 
membership; if rejected the money 
will bo refunded. All applications 
must ho certified by a memher in good 
standing and the churacter of the ap- 
plicant will he carefully inquired intohy 
a committee appointed by the Master 
Workmen. If the report of them it 
satisfactory, they will he hallo'ed for. 
Three negative hallota will he required 
to reject an applicant. 

The initiation fee for males shall he 
two dolleis, and for temoles one dollar. 
The dues shall not he less than ten 
cents monthly, from eech memhar. 

Eight men and two women may he 
accepted to oiganits a local lodge. Alt 
chartere issue directly from the Nation- 
al lodge. 

Ten local lodges may constitute a 
State lodge. The expenses of the 
Stata lodgee shall he assessed upon the 
local lodges pro rata, according ti 
membership, and the expenses of the 
National lodge ehall he assessed in like 
manner upon the State lodge*. A char- 
ter fee of $18 ehall accompany each ap- 
plication and he paid into the treasury 
of tbc National lodge. The funds of 
the National lodge shall he appropriat- 
ed hy hallot of said lodge, 

The Executive Conncil shall appoint 
a General Purchasing Agent, who shall 
give honda for his fidelity. He shall 
have charge of all arrangements of 
purchasing, between the producers and 
consumers, of all sorts of commodities. 
Any memher or members of the order 
mey puroheee any erticle he may wish, 
through the Master Workman ef his 
looel lodge, upon payment of the 
amount required on the price list. Such 
payment must be made in advance, 
with a written order, endorsed hy the 
Master Workman, and bearing the seal 
of the eaid lodge. Each lodge shall 
keep a seal, an impress or copy of 
which shell first he filed with the Gen- 
eral Purchasing Agent. Price lists 
shell he issued by the Executive Coun- 
cii, giving the reduced prices — lees the 
egent's profit — of each article, as agreed 
to by those who sell to Patrone, at first 
pricee; such lists shall he kept hy each 
Master Workmen, and ehall never be 
he disclosed to any person outside of 
the fellowship of the order. 

The dutiee and obligations of the of- 
ficers of the National, the State and the 
local lodges, ehall he known only to 
memhera of the order. 

There are no oeths nsed hy this or- 
der. Members are obligated upon their 
sacred honor aod written pledge, never 
to disclose anything connected with the 
organization. Each lodge car ee for the 
sick, afflicted or destitute in its i 
bership. 

Unworthy memher?, against whom 
chergee of unfaithfulness to the inter- 
ests of the order may he proven, 
ehall he expelled hy the Master Work- 

We call attention to hut few marked 
features of this document The pre- 
amble has a certain emack of commun- 
ism, the doctrine of Carl Marx reduced 
to a syllogism; fair to the eye, hut cow 
rupting to the heart. The government 
ie despotic. The memhere ere pecked 
in degrees and ranks, the highest only 
heing elegihle to the State lodges and 
an inside ring of these forming the Na- 
tional lodge. Members of theee bod- 
ies are accommodated with the com- 
pany of their wives undvr certain con- 
ditions; which may he considered an 
ameliorating feature madn necessary by 
our social condition, or, more properly 
a gilt edge to conceal objectionable fea- 
tures, The National lodge has supreme 
cootrol, The expense of starting a mini- 
mumlodge is for charter, $18; for 
initiatory fees $18; hesidee deputy'* 
fee, which is generally in the grange, 
$5; monthly dues $1; hall rent, rega- 
lia, manuals, etc. This may he a light 
tax for eight men and two women in 
the average condition of laborers in our 
cities, hut we doubt it. As an 
exchange ol values, it is worse than ac- 
tual loss. The obligation is a trap, 
like the grange. Men wb'-se power is 
secrecy, whose happiness is a Mnssel- 
man dream of "peece end plenty" will 
care no more for an oath than for a 
pledge. Indeed, maoy euch can 
ewear by none greater in their own es- 
timate than themselves. 

Unlike the grange, which foreweere 
politics, tho “Patroua of Industry”, pro- 
pose politics es a main issue. They 
publish (not in the above) that " The 
votes of the Patrons of Industry will be 
cast for boneet meo, sun we oan 
them IN odr own oan*R."

They are conscious 
that they personally do not deserve 
some of the terrible, tclltDg blows ad- 
ministered by you to the brethren of 
the mystic tie, and judging others by 
themselves, they 6et down our whole 
opposition to their fraternities as unfair, 
forgetting that such an institution is to 
be judged, not hy the iutentions of il 
honest nnd well-intentioned memhers 
who are not yet initiated into its deep- 
est mysteries, hut by its capabilitiei 
and the usee made of it by ite techies- 
and unprincipled members. These men 
would shudder at the ides of murder, 
yet Masonry did murder Morgan; and 
if the oaths taken on entering th' 
ous degrees of the order are right und 
proper, then the execution of them ou 
him was right and proper. It certain- 
ly cannot he wrong to do what it is 
right to swear that you will do or sub- 


These men wonld shudder at the idea 
of committing treason, yet the Knights 
of the Golden Circle, did commit treason 
hy organizing n huge rebellion and 
striking at the life of the Republic. 
They would start beck from the slaugh- 
ter of innocents, and yet the Ku-Klux- 
Klan did hutcher the innocent negroes 
and union men by the wholesale.

crecy, the fearful oaths, the desperate 
designs of a few crude and determined 
men , sheltered and supported by the 
uudesigning and reluctant, but oath- 
bound, many whom they control — these 
ars ell necessuryto the accompliehment 
of such inhuman and nefarious 
and where these condition* e; 
they do in every secret oath-bound so- 
ciety, these deeds, and, if possible, 
worse than these, may easily be perpe- 
trated. So that it is by the design- 
and deeds of which such organizations

But 1 started out with the intention 
not only of showing that we give the 
fraternities “ fair play" in 01 
upon them, but also of showing that 
their organizations, judged by tbeirown 
claims, and giving the most charitable 
interpretation to thair purposes, 
terly at variance and at war with fair 
play, Our Americsn society in all its 
features is adjusted os nearly ns possi- 
ble on the prinaiple of equal rights and 


a fair chance in the race to each indi- 
vidual, Theie are of course advantag- 
es growing out of relationships, wealth, 
education, etc. These, however, are 
well understood, properly appreciated, 
and always taken into the account in 
the making up of the popular verdjet of 
n man’B merit; so that a man’s special 
opportunities are so much deducted 
from the credit of his attainment, while 
his special disadvantages are so much 
added to his credit in the attainment 
made, So that, however the award 
may be, it is alwayB on the principle of 
fair play. 

But here anew eloment cornea in 
the account. Here is a person who, 
far as the public can discover, is or 
perfect par with his fellows, receives 
equal aid from the community at large, 
but mysteriously turns everything to 
his account and easily outstrips them all; 
while in truth there have been a thou- 
sand invisible influences helping him 
ithout which he would have fallen he- 
hind Ilia fellows. Id the Grecian games 
the discovery that a victory had heen 
gained by euch means as those would 
not only deprive the victor of the 
crown, but doom him to utter disgrace. 
Now the proclaimed purpose of all se- 
oret fraternities, being mutual aid secret- 
ly given, ia a purpose to give each oth- 
er undue advantages over the rest of 
society, through the deception of 
unsuspecting public; the memher of 
the lodge receiving from the puhlic all 
ie advantages conferred on any of its 
lembers, and then in nddition receiv- 
ing from the seoret fraternity the dis- 
criminating favors whioh they have to 
bestow, To the extent that there ie in 
discrimination against every| 
other class, in proportion as the frater- 
"es favor their members, they diefa- 
those who are not their members ; 
and to make the mettar even and give 
ail fair play, society outside of the fra- 
ternities should combine against the fra- 
ternities and favor each other at their 
expanse. While society does not thus 
discriminate against the fraternities, it 
nifestly unfair, dishonorable and 
for persons to saeak into their 
ambushes and use these covert helps in 
s own hehalf, and against the gen- 
interests of society. The men who 
enters the fraternities to eecure himself 
from danger is a coward, He who 
ters them to put him elf forward in 
ciety is a sneak. Hu who enters them 
escape due process of law is, or means 
be, a villian. He who entsrs them 
to gain advantage in his business is dis- 
honest. He who enters them to gain 
political advantage is plntting against the 
Republic, He who enters them for 
any conceivable object for which they 
could he constituted ia actuated by an 
unworthy motive, is opposed to fair 
play, and is so far un-American.

Where Is llie Difference! 

Under the overshadowing influence 
of Masonry, ring-mazing has become 
the order of the day.

doned; that all legislation in favor of 
Christian morality shall oeaoo; that 
everything distinctively Christian shall 
bs blotted out from the nation. The 
issue has been made, Tbe battle has 
begun.

The battle on the Lake wee fought 
in sight of the two hostile armies, and 
they felt that the success on the land 
depended on the success of the fleet 
on the Lake, and so it proved, Not 
only the two armies, but the inhabitants 
of the adjoining towns lining the 
shores, watched with deepest anxiety 
the engagement; for the hattle was to 
determine whether they should he 
driven from tbeir homes in want, or 
remain in their homes in peace and 
safety, Not only the shores hut tho 
projecting points of land and neighbor- 
ing hills were filled with anxious spec- 

Just as the sun arose over the eas- 
tern hills on the Sahhath morning, Sep- 
tember 11th, 1814, the gusrd-bost 
rounded into the harhor, and informed 
Macdonough that the British fleet in 
the distance was approaching for bat- 
tle. As the enemy hove in sight, the 
vessels were cleared for action; then 
Macdonough assembled hie men on the 
quarter-deck of the Saratoga, the flag- 
ship, when he kneeled down, and in 
humble and fervent prayer, com- 
mended himself, his men, and his 
cause to the God of nations. General 
Skinner said, "he rose from the pos- 
ture with a serenity and a calmness on 
bis hrow which showed that he had re- 
ceived comfort and assurance from 

One, writer said it was a solemn and 
thrilling spectacle, one probably 
hefore witnessed on a ship cleared for 
action, As the British fleet 
proaching, the commander asked the 
man at the mast-head what “he saw!" 
•‘1 see on their flag-ship, what appears 
to he men at prayer,” Downie replied, 
•‘That is no good omen for us!” Was 
this remark prophetic, as he early fell

On the one side was the hostile fleet 
coming down at the sound of mui 
Gn the other side stood the armies 
the land in the order of hattle w 
their banners flying; and between them 
Mecdonongh's fleet lay at anchor, await- 
ing the coming conflict- The English 
fleet under easy sed, came on, round- 
ing Cumberland Point, prepared for 
battle. 

As the battle commenced, the great 
effort of the enemy appeared to be tc 
disable and conquer the Saratoga ; 
therefore they opened again and again 
their hroadeides, and poured 
flag-ship thsir iron hail. Soon after 
the hattle hegun, a hen-coop 
away, and ono of the fowla flew into 
the rigging nnd crowed with his shrill, 
clarion voice. The sailors tekiag it ai 
a good omen, sent up cheer after cheer 
as they “fought like brave men, long 
and well." Twice was the Ssratoga 
on fire from the hot shot of the en- 
emy. Though orippled and a slaugh- 
ter house, an one said — though Mac- 
donough wes knocked down — and the 
cry was heard, “Our commander 
killed;” yet soon he arose andwaaat his 

Again in a short time afterwards, 
the cry was heard, ' 'He is killed, "and 
ery eye was turned to Macdonough as 
he lay hetween two guns covered with 
his blood. But soon he revived, and 
and limping to his gun, continued to 
eight it carefully und hull the enemy. 
Both tho British and tho American flag- 
ahips were terribly shattered, In their 
broadsides, their firing was so rapid 
that, at a distance, they were thought 

Though the Saratoga was so shat- 
tered, Macdonough ordered her to he 
kedged uronnd, and poured such a 
broadside into the British flag-ship that 
left her in a sinking condition. All the 
other ahips und gun-boats of each 
squadron fought bravely and terribly 
for two hours and twenty minutes, 
when the British fleet surrendered, and 
one of the moat important and event- 
ful victories of tho war was gained. 
The ba’tlo of Plattsburgh was fought 
on the shore while the hattle was rag- 
ing on the lake. No sooner than the 
flag of the British squadron was struck, 
and the surrender made, and the vlcto- 


portment by Macdonough on the day it 
was gained, in the following hrief, pi- 
ous and modest communication: — 

‘ 'September 11, 1814. 

The Almighty has been pleased to

I might refer to many in our own n 
tion, as well as to many lost battles 
other nations, teaching us that God has 
a regard to his Sahhath, even in til 
of war. Oreat praise wai given 
to Macdonough in his management of 
the flotilla before and in the engage- 
ment. It was said at the time that the 
calm, desperate bravery with which the 
hattle was fought, could hardly he 
excelled. 

At the close otthe action, Sir George 
Provost sent a line, and asked him how 
be gained the victory! Macdonough, 
taking care of the wounded, had no 
time to correepond with the enemy on 
land; hut on the same communicstion 
wrote, “Hard fighting.” Not only 
great praise and numerous civic 
honors, hut valuahle and numer- 
ous gifts, by different towns, 
cities and states, were awarded 
to this prayerful hero of Lake Cham- 
plain, Congress not only voted him 
thanks, hut also a gold medal, with 
proper devices and inscriptions. The 
cities of Alhany and New York gave 
him a thousand acres of land 
hanks of the Lake near where he fought

“We mean you no harm, 
hut ,we entreat you to desist” At 
each place they sang a hymn, read the 
appeal, and offered a prayer, and if 
the proprietor did not yield, they po- 
litely assured him that thoy would call 
again. And they did call, and kept 
calling, from day to day, until they all 
succumbed. When the doors 
closed upon them, they would conduct 
their exercises on the side walk 
first, the dealers offered to eell o 
cost, and finally they were willing to 
quit on any condition. Some of them 
shipped their liquors nud others turned 
them over to the disposal of the ladies. 

The man who hed suffered much 
from the evil effects of intemperance, 
while assisting in getting the barrels of 
whiskey into the street, mounted the 
top of one, and remarked that he had 
often heen under the stuff contained 
in the harrel, but now he was on the 
top of it, aud he intended to keep 
the top. His wife broke in the head 
■ of the barrel and lot the whiskey flood 
the gutter. During the 
that the woman had been praying and 
singing in the saloons, the Christian 
men of the place had been holding 
protracted prayer meeting at the 
church; and that the women might 
better judge of the earnestness and sin- 
cerity they. felt in their behalf, they 
ceused the hell of the church 
tolled at the dose of each prayer.

The Order of St. Tnmiunuy. 
eotouoN eocxawioK, 1828. 

Simultanously, or nearly so, with 
the Federal Constitution, was the eg. 
tahlishmcnt of the society in New 
York, known hy the name of The Or- 
der of Saint Tammany l — for It seems , 
with all the pretentionB of our peo- 
ple to republicanism, too many among 
them hanker after orders. 

The Order of SU Tammany, as an 
American institution, was not only a 
novelty, but quite anomalous. Its found- 
ers having just emerged from tho rev- 
olution, and still perhaps warm with 
the Whig feelings of that conflict, could 
not condescend to borrow St. Andrew, 
St. Oeorge, or St. Petrick from the 
Roman calendar. A British saint 
no hotter in their eyes than George the 
Third, or even Lucifer himself. They 
therefore sagely concluded to metal 
orphose a saint from a savage and 
heathen warrior I 

The unsophiscated natives of the 
foreBt were no doubt highly tickled 
with this sage compliment to aboriginal 
piety, nnd we may presume thenked 
the Tammany Sachems for their wis- 
dom. But he this as it msy, there 
were not wanting ahrewd ohssrrers, 
and honest patriots, who suspected the 
sons of Saint Tsmmany of political de- 
sigaa, which they were willing 
ceal from the public eye, and which 
they intended to cover with the mantle 
of their pagan warrior, converted for 
the occasion into an American 
Others, again, not bo suspicion! 
eidered the Tammany order merely as 
the offspring of national vanity (often 
jaudihle, if not always a harmless spir- 
it) as a well directed oompliment to the 
natives, the sachema and sagamores of 
the Indian tribes; and with these, 
calumets , heads and huck-tails created 
neither jealouay nor alarm .

To him we owe the 
establishment of what were called tho 
Democratic societies. These sprang up 
rapidly under the auspices of their 
illustrious progenitor, as the fabled ar- 
of Cadmua, and from New Hamr 
shire to Georgia the Union resounded 
with the clamor of their devotion to 
the principles of liherty and equality, 
and their sympathy for the republi- 
cans of the old world, Like the Oin- 
cinnati, they professed to have no ob- 
ject in view' hut the public good, nsd 
nothing as muoh at heart as to keep 
alive the flame of liberty kindl-d in the 
Revolution. It was soon perceived, 
however, hy men of sagacity, that om 
prominent ohject of these societies wai 
to swerve the country from ita neutral 
position, at that time essential 
salvation, and involve it in the horrors 
of war, in order to promote tha views 
of France. In this respect thoy become 
ohjects of suspicion and jealousy, 
only to their political opponents, but 
as I well recollect, to many sound and 
incorruptiblo members of the Demo- 
cratic party .

A lecture, an argument, de- 
livered in Pittsburgh to ona of our au- 
diences may be masterly and convinc- 
ing, but it is not beard beyond the pre- 
cincts of our city. Tbe sums argu- 
tbe same ball, but oo tbe 
platform of a National Convention, 
will be heard over the length ood 
bresdtli of the land, and across the 
It csrriee, too, tbe weight, not 
ooly of the orgument itself, or of tbe, 
speaker, but also of the convention. 

But this is not the only advantage of 
the National Conventions. They are 
the milestones of our progress, and tbe 
barometer and thermometer by which 
the weight and heat, or tbe power of 
our movement is determined. Men 
who sre observant, . nnd desirous 
understand bow much importance 
attach to the movement, will watoh 
our Natiooel Conventions, scrutinize 
their character, study the number of 
delegates, tbe character of tbe 
listed, tbeir earnestness, intelligence 
and determination, and by these tests 
will form their estimate of the power 
and importance of the movemeot 

A leading man in the couatry listened 
to our General Secretary, while be set 
forth the purpose of the organization, 
snd when hewaa through, 6aid,*'Very; 
well 1 you have a noble couse — a cause 
worthy of all thet can be done in its 
bebalf; but have you men behind it 
that nre in earnest and mean to carry 
it through!" This moat serious and 
pertinent question of importaoce to tbe 
; he answered largely by our 
conventions. A large, earnest conven- 
tion, gathered from great distances, at 
much expense and trouble, and repre- 
senting tbe wbols country, means 
work, and foreshadows success. It en- 
courages the friends and disheartens 
tbe enemies of tbe cause. 

In addition to these things , a conven- 
tion stimulates the woik. It sets all 
iv bo are interested to work to make it 
a success, and wbeu at last the 
friends of the cause meat in convention 
they become es coals to burning ooals. 
and wood to fire. Gne catches the fire 
of another. Ideas flash from mind to 
mind. Tbe timid becomo courageous; 
tbe despondeot become hopeful; the 
weak become strong; while tbe zeal 
and courage of tbe strongest are 
greatly increased. 

These aro some of tbe reasons for 
holding conventions. But the benefit 
to tba cans i to be derived from the 
convention depends greatly upon tbe 
character of the convention itself and 
who attend it. A large num- 
ber of delegates is desirable, but if 
tbis large number be gathered from a 
very email area of territory, or if tbey 
represent a small class of tba commu- 
nity, it cannot properly be called a Na- 
tionel Convention. There should be 
represented os large an extent of coun- 
try and as great variety of population 
as possible. The delegates as fer as 
possible should be representative men, 
men of inflnonce ond mark in their re- 
spective localities. Nearly every 
ebureb in tbe country, every profes- 
sion — tbe statesman, tbe judge, law- 
yer, phyalcian, minister, professors of 
college*, divinity schools, law schools 
and public schools, and tbe first men 
of the country in each of these de- 
partments. are represeoted in thq 
movement, and as far ns practicable 
should be on our platform.

Gentlemen : Yu ur letter requesti ng 
the views of tho Faculty of Gtteibein 
University respecting -‘the inllueuce of 
Freemasonry on the seci al, civil aud 
moral character of the citizens of 
America," is before us, In compliance 
with your request, the members of the 
Faculty hr.ve agreed upon the follow- 
ing reply: 

From what, we have learned of Free- 
masoury through the testimony of wit* 
nesses, so great in number and so high 
in character, that their testimony can- 
not reasonably be doubled, it ia our 
deliberate amt firm conviction that the 
influence of tbo institution ia bad alike 
upon the social, civil aud moral chnr- 
acter of tku American citizen. Bail 
upon his social character because of its 
restrictive and parti el principles, scout- 
ing its advaulnges, aa it often does, at 
the coat of (ho c who will not join, 
or are not permitted to join toe order. 
Bad upon hia civil character because it 
requires him as a Mason, at least in | 
some instances, to acreeu and defendj 
those whum hi* duties as a citizen rc- 1 
quire him to expose and bring to pun- 
iahment. Thus it disqualifies him, if 
Masonic obligati (fhs be bouored, to be 
either a faithful citizen or a just and 
impartial officer of the l:.if. Bad upou 
hia moral character because it iningli 
the. sacred with the profane, the irti 
with tho false, in ita ceremonies; and 
because it administers extra-judicial 
oatbawith barbarous penalties attached

Editors Cynosure: 

Do Odd-fellows execute tbe deeth 
penalty on members for violation of 
their rules? While reading the ac- 
count of near a scors of Maconio mur- 
ders to-night, my miud was deeply 
at rred by the thought that many terri- 
ble murders and accidental (?) deaths 
were afterwards certified tons 'Masonic 
executions,' “according to their custom 
in such cases;' 1 aud memory bringe a 
esse which prompts my question. 

An unde of ours by the name of 
Benjamin Hutchings, a member of the 
first Odd fellowa lodge formed in Clcvc 
land, Qhic, and a man of somo note 
there, was found one morning in the yeai 
1857. I think, laying on his face in the 
street, with bis bauds crossed behind 
liie back. On heing examined, a 
strange black spot was discovered on 
the back of liie neck, as though a hand 
had violently c'.nlchcd it, A sea cap- 
laio, who was spending the winter 
there, stepped up to tbe ufflicted widow 
and said ho had seen just such a spot 
come on a man who died in n fit, The 
ooroner'e jury decided, “died in a fi.’ 1 
(of which no predisposition was ever 
known in him or tbe family.) But the 
lodge very graciou-ly and curneally os 
siimtri the duty of burying him, anil 
settling hia business. He was supposed 
rurlli from ten to fifteen thou- 
saud dollars. A friend, who waa 
member of the Riime lodge, said that 
the lodge was under tbe control of bad 
men. and an effort was made to get 
the bu'iuoss out of their hands, but 
failed. 

All that was saved to the widow and 
live childreu was $508, and this from 
an accident, one of the children being 
absent nnd a lawyer discovered that 
nne could put in a claim, which she 
j did, and saved the five hundred.

Looking over the columns of the 
Northern Christian Advocate tbis 
log I saw an article written both for 
the editor and for Anti-morone, It 
was a cry for peace when there is 
pesce; it was error surrounded in open 
battle and crying “ Hold I" that ehe 
might hsvo opportunity to lay her 
snares in secret and fi;kt ot 
vantage ground.

where the institution is located, ii 
twelvo miles from the state capital, and 
ia described as a beautiful and quiet 
town, without a grog-shop, and ii 
moral character well adapted for the 
seat of a largo and prosperous institu- 
tion. The founders of this University 
believing that their daughters should 
have as good opportunity for mental 
oulture as their sons, admitted both 
to all the privileges of the Uni- 
versity from the fir»t. 

During the yearn of its existence it 
has graduated about 125 young men 
and women who are now filling im- 
portant .stations in society. More 
than 4000 students have at various 
times received instruction within its 
walls.
